TIIK ALDERMEN TRANSACT A LARGE 
AMOUNT OF BUSINESS, 

The board of Aldermen held n special 
meeting Monday evening. Mayor Kimball 
presiding, and all the members being 
present. 

The rending of the records of the last 
meetlng.was dispensed with, and business 
from the lower branch was disposed of 
in Concurrence* 

ELECTION OFFICERS. 

B. W. Crocker of Ward (1 resigned ns 
clerk on account, of removal from the 
city and Zadock Long was nominated. 
W. C. Gaudelct resigned as deputy in- 
spector in Ward 2, and Geo. A. Little- 
field was nominated, both nominations 
laying over for one week. 

The Overseers of the Poor made their 
quarterly report, showing a balance on 
October 1st of $2,072.10. 

The Hoard of Health reported on the 
case of Timothy O'Leary, who had built 
a barn after receiving a license from the 
board, but had been forbidden to pro- 
ceed by the board of health, that he had 
no claim against the city, and the peti- 
tioner was granted leave to withdraw. 

The Newton Street ltailway company 
reported that they had accepted the 
location granted by the board, and en- 
dorsed the agreement sigued by the 
president of the company. 

Miner Robinson asked for permit to 
run a wire on Hunter street near High- 
land street; granted. 

Michael Sheehan asked for damages, 
as his land in Newtonville had been 
flooded from a city drain, and rendered 
unproductive; referred to committee 
on claims. 

John Payne’s application for druggist’s 
license in Newtonville was granted. 

A. B. Putney and others asked for a 
street lamp on Terrace avenue, Ward 5, 

The residents of Nonantum asked for 
fire alarm signal box, to be located on 
the corner of Chapel and Green streets. 

BUILDING PERMITS. 

George H. Ellis of Newton Centre, re- 
ceived a license to build an ice house on 
Norwood avenue, Ward 0, 75 by 05 feet; 
and a stable on Center street, 40 by 40 
feet; the Newton Coal Company, to build 
a shed on Church streot, 40 by 40 feet; 
D. W. Eagles, a stable on Parker street. 
Ward 5, 24 by 24 feet. 

D. W. Eagles gave notico of intention 
to build a iiouse on Parker street, 00 by 
02 feet; Herbert F. Mills, one on Lake 
avenue, Ward 0, 30 by 00 feet. 

PLAY GROUND AT NEWTON CENTRE. 

Alderman Pettee from the committee 
on Public Parks, reported on the petition 
of I. R. Stevens et al, of Ward 0, and re- 
commended that the city appropriate 
$2,500 for the purchase of about 4 acres 
of land bounded on Bowen street and 
Tyler terrace, provided that the citizens 
of Ward 0 donate an equal amount. 

Mr. Pettee said that the petition had 
been before the board for several years, 
but had not been acted upon. This year 
the Park committee had held a meeting 
at Newton Centre and a large number of 
eitizens had appeared and advocated the 
project. It was not intended to make 
it a public park, but simply a play ground 
for boys. The citizens were very much 
in earnest and were willing to raise the 
$2,501), and the Village Improvement, 
society would take care of the ground 
so that there would he no immediate 
expense to the city. It did not seem to 
him an unreasonable request. 

Alderman Pettee then read the order 
for the giving of the money as a contri- 
bution, under the condition that the 
citizens contribute $2,500. 

Alderman Grant amended by insert- 
ing the clause that the city should own 
i lie property. lie said that the same 
matter had come up when he was a 
member of the Park committee and he 
liad always approved of it: the only 
objection he saw was that it would be 
au additional burden to the tax-payers. 
The levy for next year cannot fail to be 
a heavy one, and this year the tax-payers 
liad made so many complaints, that he 
did not think it wise to impose any ad- 
ditional burdens. Certain tilings must 
be taken care of, as the sinking fund 
and the interest on city loans. If all the 
money was appropriated that was asked 
for, the rate would be apt to frighten 
the tax-payers. A playground was a 
luxury that could bo dispensed with. 

Mr. Pettee said he was happy to hear 
such remarks from the chairman of the 
finance committee. For three years lie 
had been trying to convince the board 
that the tax-payers might object to so 
much money being expended, and ho 
was gratified to find that lie was not 
wild in bis fears. Nevertheless if the 
city could nlford to burn up so much 
money, in the way of street lighting, 
without any appreciable benefit that ho 
could discover, it could aiTord, lie 
thought, to make a lirmunent investment 
of their character, when it could get 
the citizens to payilialf the expense. The 
Centre people would pay half, and then 
pay this proportion of the cost of the 
remainder and give the whole to the 


Alderman Nickerson said that the 
Highway committee had had a long 
comultatinn with the Watertown com- 
mittee, and they wanted to do the work 
ns cheaply as possible, and were only 
willing to put in trunk drains. The 
committee therefore thought that 
Newton liad better dispense with the 
lateral branches at present. This would 
relievo Boyd street of surface water, 
which was the most urgent need of that 
section, and the lateral branches could 
ha pul in later* when there was more 
money. The drains would traverse the 
some territory as at first attended. 

The order was passed by a yea and 

nay vote* 

OTHER MATTERS. 


An order was passed approving tho 
seals and boxes for the Vos and No 
license ballots. 

Alderman Hollis reported from tbo 
committee on licenses, recommending 
that Geo. W. Lamsnn of the Central 
House, Ward 7. be granted a license to 
keep a pool table. 

Alderman Nickerson asked why this 
license should bo granted now. when 
similar applications had always been re- 
fused. Alderman Hollis stated that the 
petitioner kept a small hotel in a perfect- 
ly respectable manner, and lie wished a 
table for the use of his guests. It was 
not a saloon, and tho proprietor was not 
dependent on the receipts. The appli- 
cant had referred to several clergymen 
who were i*i the habit of sending guests 
to his house, and this was not a parallel 
ease to those who wished a pool table in 
a saloon. 

Alderman Ward said ho should like to 
know the opinion of tho people of tho 
village before granting the license. 

A vote was thou taken and the motion 
was lost, several members declining to 
vote. On motion of Alderman Nicker- 
son the vote was reconsidered and the 
matter laid on the table. 

Several bills were reported, but as tho 
miscellaneous fund was exhausted, they 
were tabled, after which the hoard 
adjourned.

Alderman Ward said that if the chance 
to buy the property was let slip now, it 
would be diilicult to find such an oppor- 
tunity again.

Alderman Harwood said that the pro- 
ject was au excellent one, and the boys 
of Ward 7 needed a play ground as much 
as the boys of Ward 0. He was glad to 
see that the citizens of ihe latter ward 
had enterprise enough to take active 
steps in the matter. 

Alderman Pettee suggested that the 
boys horn other parts of the city could 
use the grounds, by liiiiug barges to get 
there. 

The roll was then called and the order 
passed, all the members voting for it. 

THE MORSE FIELD DRAINAGE. 

Alderman Nickerson moved that the 
order appropriating money for the 
drainage of Morse field be rescinded. 
The highway committee bud met the 
Watertown committee and tiiey had 
refused to do anything on that basis. 
Tlmy liad made a proposition, however, 
and after the order had been rescinded 
he (reported an order appropriating 
$5,500. and authorizing the committee 
to contract with Watertown, for the con- 
struction of a trunk drain oil Water and 
Galen streets, to the city line, and ou 
Morse, Park and Hoyd streets to Fayette 
street, according to plans furnished by 
the city eugiueer, the cost to be charged 
to assessment of tuxes for 1688.

; siders this statue “not only our bust 
likeness of Abraham Lincoln, but our 
finest work of monumental art.” In 
Mr. Kennan’s fiist paper in the series on 
, “Siberia,” he protests against the use 
of the word “Nihilist,” which, lie says, 
the Russian government and tho Russian 
conservative class have made the world 
accept as descriptive of all their oppon- 
ents, from the “terrorists” to the law- 
abiding members of provincial assem- 
blies who respectfully ask leave to 
petition the crown for the red leas of 
1 grievances.

14, 
THURSDAY, NOV. 17, from 2 to 5 o’clock, 
P. M., nnd SATURDAY, NOV. 19, from 2 to 5 
o’clock, P. M., and SATURDAY, NOV. 26, 
from 9 to 12 A. M.. from 2 to 5 o’clock, nnd 7 30 
to 10 o’clock, P. M. 

No names can be registered after 10 o’clock 
P.M., NOVEMBER 26. 

Alt persons whose names are not on the. Voting 
List must appear personally before the liegls- 
trars of Voters on either of the days above- 
mentioned, presenting a receipted tax bill of 1880 
or 1887. 

All naturalized citizens must present their 
final papers when they register! 

If the fattier of an applicant was nii.turnlized 
before he (the son) became 21 years of ngc, the 
son is naturalized thereby, nnd must present the 
father’s naturalization papers. 

The names of all persons not assessed in 1887 
arc taken from the voting lists, but such per- 
sons can he registered by applying in person to 
the Registrar’s at any scssiou held for register- 
ing voters, and presenting a receipted tax hill 
for 1886, provided they are otherwise qualified. 

Every male citizen of 21 years of age and up- 
wards, who has resided in the .State one year, 
and in the city of Newton six mouths prior to 
December 6, 1887, and who has paid a State or 
County tax assessed upon him either in 1886 or 
1887, and who shall he able to read and write, 
shall have the right to vote at tho City election, 
to ho held December sixth, eighteen hundred 
and eighty-seven.

EXTRACT FROM STATUTES CONCERNING VOT- 
ING BY WOMEN. 

Every woman who is a citizen of this Com- 
monwealth, of twenty-one years of age and up- 
wards (except paupers, persons under guardian- 
ship, and persons excluded by article twenty of 
the amendments to the constitution,) who has 
resided within the state one year, and within 
the city or town in which she claims a right to 
vote, six mouths next preceding any election of 
school committees, utul who has puid by herself, 
her parent, guardian or trustee, u state, county, 
city or town tax assessed upon her or her 
trustee in this state within two years next pre- 
ceding such election, shall have a right to vote 
in all such elections for members of school com- 
mittees. 

Any woman who is n citizen of this Com- 
monwealth, may, on or before the fifteenth day 
of September in any veur, give notice in writ- 
ing accompanied by satisfactory evidence, to 
the assessors of a city or town, that she was on 
the first day of May of that year an inhabitant 
thereof, nnd that she desires to pay a poll tax, 
and to fiiruish under oath a true list of her es- 
tate, both real and personal, not exempt from 
taxation, and she shall thereupon be assessed 
for her poll, not exceeding fifty cents, and for 
her estate, and the assessors shall, on or before 
the twentieth day of September, return her 
name to the registrars of voters or board 
charged with the preparation of the list of vo- 
ters of the city or town in the list of the per- 
sons so assessed. The tuxes so assessed shall 
he entered, in the tux list of the collector of the 
city or town, and he shall collect and pay over 
the same in the manner specified in his war- 
rant. 

The names of women may he vlaceil upon a 
separate fist; and when the name of any ivoman 
has been placed upon the list of voters of a city 
or town, it shall remain on the list as long as 
she continues to rtsiile in such city or town and 
has paid any stale, county, city or town tax that 
has been assessed on her or her trustees in this 
state within two years next preceding any elec- 
tion; prodded that the facts relating to residence 
shall be furnished lo the registrars each year 
I prior to the dose of registration.

1 X CUE A S 1 X G E X PEXSES. 


It is reported that all the committees 
of the city government are to ask for 
larger appropriations next year. The 
school board has already given notice 
that it desires an increase, the trustees 
of the public library have the same de- 
mand in view, the public property com- 
mittee, the highway committee, the 
street light committee and in fact all the 
other committees find that they can not 
begin to do the work demanded by cit- 
izens, unless this year’s appropriations 
are largely increased. 

Besides this, some $25,000 will have 
to be expended for the construction of 
new bridges. $5,500 will be needed for the 
drainage of Morse field, $2,500 for the 
Newton Centre play ground, and so on. 
These and a number of other items 
which have been charged to next year’s 
appropriations will foot up in the neigh- 
borhood of $50,000. The state and 
county tax promises to be still further 
increased another year, and it is evident 
that the tax rate must either be 
raised to a much higher figure, or the 
assessors will have to work harder than 
ever before in elevating the valuation of 
property. It would seem to be a wise 
thing for the committees to revise the 
estimates carefully, and see how much 
judicious lopping off can be done, with- 
out seriously affecting the comfort or 
convenience of any large body of citizens. 
It is impossible to make all the public 
improvements demanded, and in view of 
all the extra expenses which must be 
provided for next year, only improve- 
ments that are absolutely necessary 
should be contemplated. In view of the 
complaints at the high taxes made from 
all quarters this year, it would not 
be a bad idea to inaugurate for one 
year a system of rigid economy. 

Most of the members of the city gov- 
ernment acknowledge the necessity of 
this, and they are generously ready to 
sacrifice the estimates of every commit- 
tee but their own. An amusing story is 
told of one of them, who is heartily in 
favor of greater economy in city expenses. 
He was telling a member of another com- 
mittee that the estimates must be cut 
down, as too much money had been ex- 
pended this year. The latter asked if it 
was true that the economist’s own com- 
mittee was to ask for a larger appropria- 
tion? ‘‘Oh yes,” was the answer, “and 
we must have it.” 


TIIE STATE CAMPAIGN. 


date is Nov. 12. and the last is Nov. *2H. 
There has been a good deal of inquiry in 
regard to this matter, but it is set forth 
so plainly that all can understand it. 

The foregoing advice is not intended 
of course to apply solely to women, but 
male voters whose names are not on the 
list, and who wish to vote at the city 
election in December, will find the regis- 
trars ready to attend to them.

Independents] know that I am a rock on | 
that question?” We do not know what i 
Collector Saltonstall replied, but there 
are reported to be some fears as to the 
perfect solidity of the rock. 


The Somerville Journal celebrat- 
ed the 11th anniversary of the paper on 
Saturday by a banquet to the local repre- 
sentatives of the Boston press, and to 
the editors and proprietors of many 
suburban papers. The success of such 
an excellent paper as the Journal is 
worth celebrating. It has done much 
more for Somerville than it has for the 
owners of the paper, and its good work 
was amply recognized in the speeches 
that were made, the remarks of Rev. A. 
E. Winship being especially apt and ap- 
propriate. What was said of the good 
done by a loyal and enterprising local 
paper applies equally well in many other 
other places besides Somerville. The 
proprietors of the Journal have won 
success because they have deserved it. 


liquor traffic has been tbe Republican 
narlv. and through that party is the only 
hope of the final overthrow of the liquor 
interest. All important temperance leg- 
islation has been brought about through 
the Republican party. The resolutions 
passed by the Republican convention 
mean something. 1 was one of a com- 
mittee who helped to frame a temperance 
nlnnk. and it v as adopted without change 
by the committee on resolutions. The 
convention voted for it unanimously and 
enthusiastically. Inclosing, the speaker 
stated that the action of the Legislature 
each year would la* better if Republicans 
would only attend their primary meet- 
ings and exercise more on re in select- 
ing Representatives to the Legislature. 
If moie attention was given in this direc- 
tion we would have less occasion to 
blush for the party. 

lieuten ant governor IllLU KETT 
followed with the closing speech, being 
introduced by Chairman Robinson as al- 
most a native of West Newton, he hav- 
ing spent a large portion of his early days 
there on visits to his uncle, the lamented 
I)r. Brown, one of West Newton’s most 
prominent physicians. Mr. Brackett ar- 
raigned the Democratic National Admin- 
istration as being a failure from a civil 
service reform standpoint, according to 
George William Curtis’s own admission. 

The speaker referred to the action of 
the •Democrats in aimsing Gen. Corse and 
Hon. Leveret t Saltonstall. and said that 
the only reason they had for criticism 
Avas owing to their conduct of their offi- 
ces in accordance with the principles to 
which their party is supposed to he de- 
voted. Lovering was nominated in place 
of Russell, because the party did not be- 
lieve in civil service reform. In relation 
to temperance, the Republican 
party had nlwavs favored temperance 
legislation and always favored laws re- 
stricting the sale of intoxicants. He re- 
ferred to the failure of the Democratic 
party in Massachusetts to carry any re- 
form measures or candidates through, 
cited the action of the smelling commit- 
tees being opposed to fair dealing, and 
spoke of the Democratic State nomina- 
tions as having been made by not the 
best element in the Democratic party by 
any means. He also pointed out the 
difference between the Democratic and 
Republican State platforms concerning 
temperance, declaring that while the for- 
mer said nothing the latter contained 
resolutions favoring submitting the 
question of constitutional prohibition tc 
the people. The saloon interests are 
therefore united in attempting to defeat 
the Republican Representatives. 


The Democrats of this senatorial 
district had great difficulty in finding a 
candidate, so many declined because 
they could not attend to the duties. It 
is very gratifying to find the evidence 
that we are not a nation of office seekers, 
but perhaps the deeliners may have 
been influenced somewhat by the fact 
that a nomination was by no means 
equivalent to an election. 


Siierman IIoar of Waltham declined 
to be a candidate for Senator from this 
district, because the Democratic party is 
so thoroughly bad. He makes things 
even, however, by saying that the Re- 
publican party is not much better, and 
concludes that it is time for a new party. 
For a young man, Mi*. Hoar is getting 
along pretty fast.

A total of MOT names was added to 
the registration list, making it. much 
larger than that of the state election last 
year, and 50 more than the number on 
the city election registration lists. This 
indicates a good deal of interest in the 
election. 


The apathy that has existed during 
the present campaign furnishes an ex- 
cellent argument for biennial elections, 
which have been found to answer every 
perpose in other states. The present 
custom of giving every man who has 
once been elected a second term, out of 
compliment to his more or less excellent 
record during his first, gives us practi- 
cally the same result as would lie ob- 
tained by biennial elections, and also 
robs tbe campaign of much of its inter- 
est in odd years. People look upon the 
odd year election as a mere matter of 
form, and it is very difficult to arouse any 
special enthusiasm. 

The rally at West Newton on Monday 
evening was a proof of this. Two excel- 
lent speakers w ere provided, the meeting 
was liberally advertised, and yet only 
about 200 voters attended, and at least 
a third of those present never vote the 
Republican ticket. The speeches were 
excellent, but it was hard w ork for the 
speakers, and the results were not es- 
pecially brilliant. It was quite a eon- 
trust to the enthusiastic rally held last 
year at Eliot 1 lull. 

There does not seem to he, however, 
any evidence that the vote east ill this 
city w ill differ materially from that of 
last year, as all who voted the Republi- 
can ticket then, will vote for it now, if 
they vote at all. and it will probably 
require a good deal of effort to get them 
out. 

It is to be hoped that with all the 
other reforms that are contemplated, that 
of biennial elections will not he forgot-

REPUBLICAN RALLY. 

LT. GOV. BRACKETT AND PRESIDENT CA- 
PEX AT WEST NEWTON. 

A Republican rally w as held at the 
City Hall, West Newton, Monday even- 
ing, and about two hundred voters were 
present. Mr. James T. Allen, chairman 
of the Ward 3 Republican committee was 
present, and introduced as chairman of 
the meeting Hon. ( lias. Robinson, Jr., 
w ho was accorded a cordial reception.

Rev. Mr. Tiffany's Lectures. 

Rev. Francis Tiffany began his course j 
of lectures on Venice, in the vestry of j 
the dimming church. Wednesday even- | 
ing, taking for his subject, “The Physi- ! 
cal and Historical Problem of the Foun- j 
dation of the Venetian State.” The po- ! 
sition of the city at the head of the Adri- j 
atic was sketched, and its physical pecu- 
liarities treated of. Begun at first as the 
sea port of cities in the interior.to which 
the Italians fled at the time of the inva- 
sion of the northern Barbarians, its 
tortuous lagoons and rivers affording , 
them a safe refuge, it grew in size and 
importance until the collection of towns | 
now known by the name of Venice bare- 
ly escaped destruction at the hands of 
Pepin about the year 800. The long 
sandy bar formed where the waters of 
the sea met the accumulation of sand 
and gravel washed down from the Alps, 
afforded an excellent harbor, and the in- 
habitants had only to keep their marshy 
lands well pickled bv the salt tides to 
have a beautiful and salubrious city. 

The difficulty of forming a united and 
stable government, where the popula- 
tion was composed of factions from so j 
many warring cities, and the final solu- j 
tion by the nobles taking the power into \ 
their own hands, having a Doge who 
was tied down in every direction by re- 
strictions. was described in Mr. Tiffany's 
inimitable way. the whole enlivened 
by Hashes of humor which kept the au- 
dience on tlie alert. The lecture closed 
with the account of the bringing of the 
body of St Mark to the city, and its in- 
fluence in furnishing a common cause to 
arouse the patriotism of the whole city. 
The lecturer wittily said that times had 
changed since then and the possession 
of the bodies of the whole four Evangel- 
ists would not do for New York, Boston, 
or Philadelphia, what St. Mark did for 
Venice. That was a time when mil- 
lions were ready to sacrifice themselves 
for a sentiment, as was done in the Cru- 
sades. and for centuries Sail Maroo was 
the rallying city of Venetians. The se- 
cret of their commercial supremacy lay 
in the one word “monopoly.” When- 
ever they saw a good thing, they Seized 
all of it. and so commanded the market. 
Salt was the first commodity to interest 
them, and the Venetian merchant princes 
soon controlled the salt market of the 
world. The lecture was full of facts | 
gained both from a long residence in i 
Venice and from a wide reading, and 
those who were not present missed a 
great treat. The next lecture will be . 
given next Wednesday eveuirg.

Tim charitable work of the sociotx is 
I directed by three committees, which 
divide among them the care of the 
Hospital, of our local poor, and of any 
i public charity that makes appeal: and 
of adding to the funds of the Guild by 
j taking orders for work to be done by 
I members at their homes, and by sales 
of useful and fancy articles. I p to the 
o resent time the money disbursed by 
t ie Guild, tor its various 1 dietician- 
purposes, amounts very nearly to live 
hundred dollars. Among the outside 
charities which have received more or 
less aid, have been Mrs. ( aswell s Home 
at the North End, the Associated Chari- 
ties through Mrs. .las. 1’. Field, the 
Flower Mission, and the Country Week. 

The social and literary part of the 
work is performed by one committee.

And so it was; for in a short time John 
found that he could buy clothes for bis 
children, and then for himself and wife; 
and then it began to be whispered that 
lie was getting proud, for lie moved into 
a better neighborhood, where lie only 
liad t ) pay about the same rent, never- 
theless. And soon after lie began put- 
ting by bis savings in the Building Soci- 
ety, and this enabled him to build a cot- 
tune for himself. Meantime the master, 
(hiding him more than ever attentive to 
iiis work, appointed him as foreman, at 
an advanced rate of wages; and some- 
how John used to say, that, “He found 
it vastly more pleasant to receive two 
sovereigns and a half a-week for looking 
after men doing the work, than one and 
a half for doing it.” And step by step 
lie arose, until lie became a master him- 
self; and instead of working, he had men 
to look after it, and do it for him. He 
has bought a nice row of houses, from 
which he receives sufficient to keep him 
without work the remainder of his days, 
and in a handsome “Villa” which he lias 
lately had built, to which he lias retired, 
he may sometimes be seen reclining on 
an easy chair, viewing with evident sat- 
isfaction, through the drawing-room 
window, a “cherry-tree,” which he plant- 
ed in the garden with his own hands “to 
grow his own cherries.” His son Tom- 
my is now practising as a medical man, 
with a good connection; and the rest of 
the children have been well educated: 
added to this, lie and his wife, as far as 
practicable, are hearty supporters of the 
Temperance cause, and. by the blessing 
of God. have become consistent members 
of a Christian church.

It is not how much a-week you earn, but 
what you do with it when you get it. 
How many a homo comfort, in tho shape 
of carpets, sofas, chairs, books, etc., are. 
lost, by the simple fact that the money 
goes in tho wrong way. If you learn 
nothing else by this sketch, you may 
learn this, that if you are to have a 
"Home, sweet home, ” you must “Buy

Pure Lard vs. Compound Lard. 

The following act recently passed by 
the Massachusetts Legislature will be 
read with interest by every housekeeper: 

Chapter 440. Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts. In the year one thousand 
eight hundred and eighty-seven. An 
Act to prevent fraud in the sale of lard. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and IIouso 
of Representatives in General Court as 
scnihlod, and by the authority of the 
same as follows: 

.Section I. No manufacturer or other 
person shall sell, deliver, prepare, put up, 
expose or offer for sale any lard, or any 
article intended for use as lard, which 
contains any ingredient but the pure fat 
of swine, in any tierce, bucket, pail, or 
other vessel or wrapper, or under any 
label bearing the words “pure," “re- 
fined,” “family,” or either of them. alone 
or in combination with other words, nor 
unless every vessel, wrapper or label, in 
or under which article is sold or deliv- 
ered, or prepared, put up or exposed for 
sale, bears oil the top or outer side there- 
of, in letters not less than one-half inch 
in length and plainly exposed to view, 
the words “COMPOUND LAUD.” 

Soe. 2. Any person who violates any 
provision hereof shall bo punished by 
line not exceeding fifty dollars for the 
first or one hundred dollars for any 
subsequent offence. 

.See. :j. This act shall tako effect on 
the first day of October next.

I come before you this morning with 
neither text nor neimon. I do not know 
just what to call this production. If I were 
to cftll it a historical discourse, that 
would sound rather too formal to suit 
what I have to Ray. 

If 1 were to Bpcnk of it ns “ Some Per- 
sonal Reminiscences, ’Mt would seem as if 
I were claiming the privilege of the el- 
ders; for wo not begin to listen to peo- 
ple’s reminisences until they get to the 
other sido of 50 years at lenst. 

Tho best title I can think of, if it 
must have a title, is: “ Thoughts Sug- 
gested by an Anniversary.” 

I was quite stnrticd recently ns I 
counted up tho years and found that 
Oct. 30, 1887, would ho tho 25th anni- 
versary of my ordination to the ministry. 

It came to mo almost as a shock when 
I repeated to myself** A Quarter of a 
Century !” for so rapid iv have tho years 
gone that I can scarcely persuade my- 
self even now that it lias been twenty- 
live years since I received 44 authority to 
execute the office of a deacon in tho 
Church of God.” 

But tho time has gone, and tho dis- 
tance betwcon October 80th, 1802, and 
October 30tli, 1887, is a quarter of a cen- 
tury. 

Aud so it sot me to thinking, and I 
want to tell you some of tho thoughts 
which have been suggested. Perhaps 
they may interest you. I hope they 
may. 

First of all, I have asked myself what 
is my estimate of this profession, which 
1 entered twenty-live years ago? 

if I had my life to live over again 
would I become a clergyman? 

S Be viewing its trials and hardships, is 
thoro any other calling I would deliber- 
ately select if 1 had my choice to make 
to-day ? 

I can say with all honesty that I have 
never yet had a regret that 1 booamo a 
clergyman. My oniy regret is that 1 have 
not been a better one. 

The choice of other callings was be- 
fore mo at one time. and in fact it seemed 
as if my lot was to be cast in an entirely 
different calling, but I have always been 
grateful that I was led finally to select a 
profession which I cannot hut regard as 
most useful and honorable, and in which 
I have found year by year increasing 
satisfaction and happiness. 

It gives me great pleasure to be able to 
make this statement to-day. in view of 
the fact that the ministry is sought now 
by so fow young men, while the other 
professions, ami especially while business 
avocations are so overcrowded. 

The smnllne-s of the number of those 
who arc oifered for the ministry is illus- 
trated by the lact that this congregation 
after being iu. existence for over 30 years 
has furnished only two clergymen out of 
the many of its young men who have 
grown up here. 

A congregation made up like this of in- 
telligent families, devoted to the interests 
of Christ’s kingdom, able to educate 
their sons, living in I bo midst of the 
most favorable educational privileges, 
should have a succession of its young 
members always ou the list of candidates 
for the ministry. 

It ought to he the caso that every year 
our interest should be concent rated upon 
some one for whom we could pray, and 
who would bo iu an important sense the 
representative of the congregation. As 
fast as one was ordained -and sent off to 
his chosen work, some ono else should 
be ready to take his place as a candidate. 

If it is true, as some declare it to be, 
that the ministry is not sought by some 
young men because they do not appre- 
ciate its importance, and because they 
fear lest it will not provide them an 
adequate support— then it is necessary to 
repeat the old truth that while other 
callings are honorable, and while iu any 
honest avocation men may serve the 
Lord, yet here is a profession which is 
full of satisfactions to any one who wants 
to make tho best use of his life, by con- 
secrating his powers to tho glory of God 
and the welfare of men. 

So far as temporal support is concerned 
no one claims that it offers the pecuniary 
returns which may he had iu other cal- 
lings, Imt the Lord will provide for any 
one who casts himself upon Him by 
faith. 

Lot no one expect wealth in the minis- 
try, but if ho will honestly seek to do 
the Lord’s \Vork he will he sustained. 

1 do not know that my testimony will 
have any especial value for any ono iu 
particular, but 1 am glad to be able to 
say that looking back over these twenty 
live years, I am grateful to God for 
calling me into the ministry, and for 
permitting me to make use of iho few 
poor talents 1 had iu the service of llis 
church. 

Another thought which has come to 
me is how patient and how sympathetic 
have been tho great majority of the 
Christian people with whom 1 have had 
to do throughout this period. 

The antagonisms I have created, the 
censures 1 have received, and the indif- 
ference over which! have groaned, have 
made me all the more appreciative of 
the very great kindness which lias been 
so general. 

It has been a blessed satisfaction to 
know that some have prayed for my 
success, that others have seconded my 
efforts, that many have been patient 
towards my blunders, and that tiie 
bonds of affection have been so strong- 
ly formed. 

It may not he a new thing to suggest 
here to-day, hut it lias been much in 
my mind, and so let me speak of it now. 
It is, that congregations have a great 
deal to do with the development of the 
the ministers. 1 pity the voting clergy- 
man who lias to deal with a cold, uu- 
symnathetic congregation, who chill iiis 
enthusiasm, aud discourage him by their 
apathy. 

Equally to ho pitied is t lie other clergy- 
man whose lot is cast among a set of 
foolish people, who Hatter him until lie 
is puffed up witli self conceit, and lie 
ceases to lie sober aud manly and holiest. 

1 do not think, however, that congrega- 
tions in New England arc much given to 
the ha hit of llattnriug their ministers. 

If I mistake not tho tendency is to 
captiousness, to a fault tindiug spirit, 
which when indulged may prove utterly 
discouraging to any laborer except one 
win* lias grown entirely callous aud in- 
different to what may be said about 
him and to him. 

Uunpy the clergymau whose oougroga- : 
tion have determined to make tho best 1 


of him, and to let him do his host. They 
are not disappointed because lie does 
not combine in himself all the good 
qualities of all the angelic best, but they 
are determined that he shall have a Jair 
field, and honest encouragement in his 
work. 

I feel myself to ho under the deepest 
obligations to tho good people to whom 
I could at all times turn for sympathy, 
and to those whoso interest in the work 
of building up the church of Christ has 
been untailing. 

Somo have passed away to their rest, 
but I revere their memory. Others, not 
members of this parish, are living in 
other places, and many are hero to-day. 

It is ono of the pleasant fentures of tho 
ministry, and it goes far to counter- 
balance its discouragements, that it pro- 
vides so many opportunities for 
cementing blessed bonds of affection. 

A lawyer may grow attached to his 
clients; a physician may bo deeply in- 
terested in his patients: a business man 
may have customeis whom lie learns to 
call his friends, hut a clergyman feels 
himself hound by the tendorest ties to 
his congregation. 

Another of these thoughts have which 
been in my mind is that after all a nmn iu 
the ministry can do only a small part 
of tho work which ho hoped to he aide 
to do. Perhaps tho expectations of 

f umng clerynion are too sanguine, per- 
uips their confidence in t heir own 
powers is too strong, and perhaps in tho 
beginning they do not, fully reulizo the 
greatness of what they have undertaken. 
However it is. they Are sure to l»o dis- 
appointed when they look at tho visible 
results of their toil as years go on. 

1 thought when I started out that I 
could do a great deal towards hastening 
tho millcnium, hut that blessed period 
of peaco seems almost as far off now 
as ever, and I have much less confidence 
in my ability to change tilings, to right 
wrongs, to lift up the tone of tho world 
and to bring in tho light of better times. 

I have learned that I cannot do very 
much towards making tho crooked 
places straight, towards exalting the 
valleys and levelling the hills, and 
towards turning the hearts of the dis- 
obedient to the wisdom of the just. 
Something indeed, hut very little. 

1 have not been able to persuade some 
to give up their love of sin and turn to 
the Saviour of sinners. 1 have labored 
in vain to influence some to accept the 
law of God as their guide. 

Yes, I have learned by many disap- 
pointments how very little one can do, 
and how every boastful feeling is re- 
buked by the comparatively small re- 
sults which can he accomplished. If it 
were not that our duty is simply to do 
our duty, it would he almost discourag- 
ing to make a retrospect at all. But 
thank God, however feeble our efforts, 
and however small the visible results of 
our labors, we know that there is a mighty 
Worker, who through human agency, 
carries out llis own blessed purposes. 
The work is llis, the results are His. 
Our part is simply to obey, to work 
with all fidelity, aud then to leave the 
issue with Him. 

It may bo permitted us in another 
world to see what is now hidden front 
us, and to trace the connection between 
each one’s labor and the final triumph, 
hut now it is enough t,<> have the privilege 
of working, of doing the tasks as they 
come before us. 1 find myself thinking 
less of results, and more of trying to he 
faithful, it is (toil’s work, 1 am only 
one of His most unworthy servants. 
Another thought which has boon iu my 
mind is of tho ltapuy changes which 
have taken place iu our own branch of 
the Christian church in this period ot 
25 years. It seems to he much more in 
earnest than it was 25 years ago, to he 
uiucli broader and more comprehensive, 
and to he seeking more successfully to 
adapt itself to tho needs of the age. 

The favorite view held by many church- 
men whom I knew in iny boyhood was 
that tho Episcopal church was intended 
especially for two classes of people; 
first lor the educated portions of society, 
and second, for tiic foreigners of English 
descent who came to tins country. 

It was not regarded by some as at all 
fitted to he the people's church, and to 
take iu all sorts and conditions of men. 
To-day I find everywhere marks of earn- 
estness, tiie use of new measures, aud 
an enthusiastic confidence, which indicate 
that a mighty change lias taken place, 
and that churchmen hope to see their 
church in the very fore front of influ- 
ence in this land. 

Among tiie many tilings which have 
brought about this change is tiie decline 
of partisanship, which was so prominent 
25 or more years ago. 

At one time partisanship was carried 
to such an extreme that Hie smallest 
tilings became significant, ami a gesture 
or an intonation might he interpreted to 
the prejudice of a clergman. 

To cut loose from party bonds and think 
for one’s self meant usually tiie loss of 
friends who could not sec how one could 
l»e loyal to truth and not think as they 
did. Happily, as time lias gone on, inou 
have realized that tho church is broader 
and better than ail tiie parties in it; that 
no man can see the truth in all its full- 
mss and roumlnoss, and that the stand- 
point from which one sees it may he very 
different from that point of view which 
another lias. Wo have learned to lie 
more considerate tis we have learned tho 
comprehensive character of tiie church 
itself. It would lie a great misfortune 
were any one set of opinions to lie so 
adopted as to exclude all others. Wo 
would not then be a branch of iliu Cath- 
olic Church. Wo would simply bo a 
petty sect. 

Witli this decline of narrow partisan- 
ship there lias come a readiness to adopt 
new measures for usefulness ami to in- 
troduce such changes iu tiie services ami 
in tiie methods of conducting them as 
may make them more edifying to the 
varied classes of people who assemble 
for the worship of God. Without enter- 
ing into details, it is sufficient to cite tiie 
fact that there is today an amount of 
liberty, ami there is a variety of meth- 
ods in the conduct of a parish which 
were not dreamed of when 1 first en- 
tered the ministry. The ideal before tiie 
minds of very many of our church peo- 
ple today is io make Hie church a vital, 
helpful power to all sorts and conditions 
of nu n. Does it not commend itself to 
your best judgment as eminently proper 
thatall right efforts should be put forth 
to bring tiie church iu which the gospel 
of Christ is truly pleached ami truly pro- 
ciuimed, to bring it in to •vital relations 
with all classes ami conditions of so- 
ciety, that it may purify and elevate aud 
bless t hem all? 

While 1 loved this grand old church as 
a young mail, I love it now better, for 1 
understand better how warm-hearted ami 
generous it ran he. Witli an uver-gi ow- 
ing respect for all Christian people by 
whatever name they limy cull tliemsolves, 

1 am, utter 25 years of work in tiie min- 
istry of this rhiuch, profoundly grateful 
that my lot lias been cast in tiie Episco- 
pal church, ami 1 could wish no butter 
iiappiuuss for my friends who uro iu 
other bodies than that they might all 
think of this old brunch of tiie apostolic 
church us today the vision looms up be- 
fore my mind. 1 see iu her u tender, I 


sympathetic mother, beniitifnl with all 
the beautiful features of the past, her 
hands laden witli blessings for the pres- 
ent and leading her children on to a 
glorious future by helping us all to strive 
for greater likeness to|(Jlirist Jesus our 
Lord. 

THE LATE SETII HEM IS. 

[Poston nsturdny Evening Gazette.] 

A valued friend, and also a railroad 
man of forty yenrs’ experience, has re- 
quested mo to write for tho Gazette what 
I know about the into Seth Hernia. 

It so happened Hint Mr. Hcmis, though 
a few ycats my senior, was a native of 
the town in which I flint Raw the light; a 
town that within tho past two hundred 
years has given to history the names of 
many noted men, to say nothing about 
its record during tiie most troublous 
times preceding nml during the Revolu- 
tion. 

Among all the families who then dis- 
tinguished themselves, and who, later 
on, made Watertown famous in the an- 
nals of business and politics, none stood 
higher than that of the Remises. They 
were among tiie first to appreciate and 
take advantage of the water power on 
tho Charles River, then the most import- 
ant stream in Massachusetts, and the 
name of Bcmis will always bo associated 
with its improvements. 

But it is witli Seth Demis 1 have to 
deal. Though as ono counts years, ho 
was about the youngest of tiie men who, 
fifty or more years ago, saw tho future 
of our manufacturing and railroad in- 
terests, he took a leading part in di- 
recting the policy of both. Early asso- 
ciated in a practical way with manufac- 
turing, he devoted his time to develop- 
ing improvements in the several depart- 
ments of machinery, etc. What added 
to the value of his advice was the thor- 
ough knowledge ho acquired by several 
years of travel in England and on the 
Continent, which afforded him rare op- 
portunities to study systems abroad and 
compare them with ours; lie never failed 
to bring some new idea into our manu- 
facturing system, and which to-day, 
through such effort, is the best in the 
world. i 

As a railroad man, I call to mind no 
one living who did so much in Ins day to 
perfect our railroad system as Seth Be- 
ni is. 

He was one of the most enthusiastic of 
the stockholders of the old Boston it 
Worcester, the Western and the Fitch- 
burg railroads, and lie was senior direc- 
tor of tiie latter at the time of his death. 
Many errors of omission and commission 
might have been avoided in the manage- 
ment of tiie first two named corporations 
lmd Mr. Beinis, Israel Lombard and 
Josiah Stickney been supported by the 
stockholders. But his great interest 
centered in the Fitchburg, and foV many 
reasons. He lived on the first-proposed 
line of the road, which should have been 
adopted. Ho was in favor of tiie Water- 
town branch, which was opposed by 
Swift and his other directors, and blit 
for him, this valuable franchise would 
years ago have passed into tiie hands of 
the Boston »fe Albany. He was in favor 
of buying the franchise oi tiie Grand 
Junction railroad nearly forty years ago, 
hut lie was overruled. That franchise 
in the hands of the Fitchburg Railroad 
would have given that road the whole 
north shore of of our harbor, and ren- 
dered every other railroad leading to the 
West a dependent, lie opposed the sell- 
ing of tiie Lexington and West Cam- 
bridge branch to tho Lowell Railroad. and 
had iiis counsels prevailed the great com- 
bination of tiie Boston A Maine Railroad 
to-day would not exist. Had his advice 
been followed, the Western Railroad at 
one time, previous to its consolidation 
with the Boston & Worcester, would 
have found a tide water terminus over 
the tracks of the Fitchburg. Had Iiis 
counsel prevailed, the Massachusetts 
Central, instead of being an opposing 
line, would have been a feeder to tiie 
Fitchburg. 

The above aro some of tiie reasons I 
have for saying that Sotli Demis was one 
of the clearest headed railroad men of 
the State. Ho lias passed away, hut 
what ho wanted to do will forever be a 
reminder of lost opportunities. He once 
remarked to me: “One time it was in tiie 
power of the Fitchburg Railroad man- 
agement to dictate to all other railroads 
in New England; now other railroads 
dictate to tiie Fitchburg. One-half the 
money it has spent within a year to con- 
trol railroads yet to ho developed, in- 
vested twenty or thirty years ago, would 
have made it the leading railroad power 
of Now England.” Who shall siy he 
was not right? I am more than happy 
in being allowed to pay this tribute of 
respect to ono who in his day labored as 
much us any one, and more than most 
people, to advance the great corporate 
industries and interests of New England.

SUNDAY SCHOOL WORKERS. 


DISCUSSION OF WAYS AND MEANS FOR 
BETTER CHRISTIAN WORK. 

The great 3Iass 3Ieeting of nearly 
three thousand pastors, superintendents, 
teachers and Sunday School workers 
from all over New England was held in 
Tremout Temple, Tuesday. Nov. 1st, from 
1 till 0.30 p. nt. It was undenominational, 
the purpose of the meeting being to 
bring together this large number of 
workers, “To be stimulated, encour- 
aged and taught by our great national 
leaders, and so better fitted for Christian 
work.” 

'J he opening address was given by Rev. 
Dr. Peloubet: “The Teacher with his 
Class.” lie commenced by asking the 
question: “Why am I going to my class?” 
and answered that tlio fundamental aim 
should bo to make each one a Christian 
and fit them for heaven. “Am 1 pre- 
pared? Have 1 a distinct idea of what 
and how lam going to teach?” But per- 
haps you answer, *T haven’t time for 
preparation.” “No man has any right to 
live, who doesn’t spend some time in 
religious meditation; can’t he spend a 
portion of it on the .Sunday School 
lesson? No person ever concentrated a 
whole week’s meditation on any portion 
of the Bible without being educated, and 
spiritually helped.” 

In the lesson teaching, too much time 
is often spent in discussions, locating 
places, etc. All these things are im- 
portant, but whatever else your scholars 
get, he sure they get the one, great, large 
gospel truth, that God lias given you to 
teach in that one lesson. Let everything 
converge toward that. 

Frof. Luther T. Townsend gave one of 
J his plain, practical, unanswerable argu- 
ments, taking for his subject “Tlio 
Miracles of Christ.” If with Hume we 
; admit that miracles are a violation of 
nature, and that a violation of uatuio is 
i impossible, wo must of course accept 
his conclusion that miracles are impossi- 
ble. But let us wait a moment and be- 
gin with the very conservative statement 
that Christ’s miracles are probable, pro- 
vided they are possible. In tlio first 
place His character is the best, His 
whole life beyond human con- 
ception, if therefore miracles were ever 
possible, they were in llis life. Note 
their character, just such as might he 
expected from Christ’s character. That 
these things were doue.outside testimony 
even ot enemies, confirms, if one man 
i reported an unheard of fact, wo might 
doubt it. but when scores, whoso testi- 
mony in other respects is undoubted, 
allege the same acts, ought we not to i 
give credence i.» otherwLe unheard of | 
tilings, provided they are scientifically I 
1 possible. 

The jury must decide according to the 
testimony. 

Christ’s miracles are certainly possible, | 
uow tmrach are possible. < aiming the 
>ca. feeding the multitude, raising the I 
dead, etc, 1 believe because they are i 
well attested, and because other things I 
just as strange at the time of occurence, 1 
and apparently miraculous, have taken 
! place. Take the creation of man, in 
seme respects it i« the miracle of mira- 
cles. We defy anyone to explain how 
man and woman were here, without the ! 
interposition of divine power. Oh 
m*! you say, all these things came by 
evolution: but you do not change the j 
tacts at all, for even then, there was a 
time when vegetable and animal life was i 
not, and somewhere there was a break in j 
natural law. Either spontaneous growth 
or divine interposition. From the be- 
ginning t<» tlio end, there is no evidence 
ot spontaneous growth, but there is al- 
ways an antecedent. If divine intt.rposi- 
tion can raise winds, it can still them; 

< an make an eye, can give it back sight; I 
can make an Adam, can restore La/arous. j 
N" question of power. Their possibility 


is attested by scientific facts. Miracles 
arc possible, they aro probable, therefore 
certain. 

Rev. Dr. SohnufHor then spoko on 
•‘How to study the Lesson.” Mis talk 
was full of helpful, common sense sug- 
gestions for the teacher. Tako any les- 
son. 1. Who— were the writer, speakers, 
those addressed originally, in fact the 
actors. 2. What— did he say. do, the 
people do— the events, ff. What then— 
these people did or said as follows, what 
then ipractiedl application for those times. 
4. What then— for us ot modern times. 
What for each individual member in 
your class. You will never teach your 
lesson well, without specifying in your 
mind what your scholars, and if possible 
cadi one needs in that, lesson. 

Get illustrations, they nre an amazing 
help, hut don’t lug them in. Look for 
them in your daily life, those aro tho 
best ones. 

B. F. Jacobs of Chicago gave on ad- 
dress on “ The Purpose and Plans of In- 
ternational Work.” lie is all on tiro and 
full of enthusiasm, believing there is no 
greater work on earth, than caring for 
children. The first Hold is t lie home, hut 
the Christian heart that would work for 
llim anywhere, would work for Him 
everywhere. Denominations need to 
unite, and all help in the work. The 
harvest truly is plenteous, hut the labor- 
ers are few.” “Freely ye have received, 
freely give.” 

The singing during the afternoon was 
by the audience, under the leadership of 
Prof. W. F. Sherwin. After the address- 
es, the time from 4.80 to 7 o’clock was 
spent in social intercourse, partaking in 
three detachments of the bountiful sup- 
per, etc., etc. 

Everything was admirably planned and 
carried out. and great credit is due 3Ir. 
Hartshorn, who was the originator of tho 
whole plan. 

In the evening Rev. Dr. John Hall de- 
livered the opening address on “The 
Sunday School.” He commenced by 
saying “Now I am going to tell you just 
where I stand to begin with. I believe 
the Old Testament to ho essential to an 
understanding of tho New. The Old and 
Now are one, and meant to go together.” 
There are certain dangers to which Sun- 
day School workers aro liable. 1. Of 
being taken as substitutes for the parents. 
You nre tbeir helpers, not t> take their 
place in religious instruction. 2. Of 
the Sunday School being made the sub- 
stitute for the church. :>. Of neglecting 
earnest study of tho Scriptures for your 
own spiritual help, in giving all your tiino 
to careful preparation for your lesson. 
4. Of substituting Christian activity in 
Sunday School work, for personal growth 
in Christ. 

He also spoke of the dangers of the 
times. “What are you to do? Magnify 
the truth to the best of your ability.” 
If we want to make men good, the best 
thing we can do, is to lift up Christ, and 
beseech, implore and persuade them to 
come to Him and accept Him. Wo are 
inclined to bring in additions, thinking 
to make our churches more attractive. 
Here is the attraction: “And 1, if I be 
lifted up, will draw all men unto 3Ie.” 

Dr. Schauffier followed. “If wo had 
seen the miracles, we should have no 
trouble in interesting our scholars. We 
have not seen them, how then can wo tell 
them so as to interest and fascinate 
them? By what I call r» Reljgious Use of 
the Imagination.” ' v But space forbids 
my dwelling upon the address, let one 
sentence suffice: “Set down and think 
on the lesson story. Think and think 
until you see it yourself, live in the cir- 
cumstances, and when have done that. 1 
defy anybody to come before the class in 
a half-hearted way.” 

3Ir. Jacobs closed the evening’s lecture 
on “Some 31cthods of Work and Study. 
“How shall we reach the masses?” Step 
a little nearer to them. Appreciate the 
value of one boy or man, and we will not 
be discouraged because we have to waste 
all our energies on two or three or half a 
dozen little tow-heads. Let us remem- 
ber the possibilities in each individual. 

Teach, don’t preach. Don’t get full of 
information, and then go prepared to 
pour it in, 

Christ called us to bo Fishers of Men. 
You have got to study your boy, in order 
to know how to get him. 

The Ruggles Street quartet sang four 
times during tho evening, and telegraph- 
ic greetings were received from Dwight 
L. 3Ioodyand Rev. John Broadus, D. D. 
Surely no one that attended could fail 
to be helped and strengthened for the 
Master’s work, as well as more than 
ever to realize the scope and responsi- 
bility of it.

MESSAGE FRO 31 3IAYOR KIMBALL. 
Mayor Kimball read the following 
message in regard to the dust nuisance: 
To the City Council:* 

The abseuce of the usual fall of rain in 
October aud to the present time, has 
caused an accumulation of dust in our 
streets, which has been blown about in 
great clouds to the discomfort of every 
one out of doors, and to the loss of a 
great amount of surface rnateral. These 
reasons are of such importance as to 
justify the recommendation that imme- 
diate steps be taken to remedy the evil. 
The expense involved cannot be large, 
and it will be my pleasure to approve 
such appropriation therefor, as your 
judgment may indicate.

Mayor. 

Alderman Grant reported an order on 
the subject, that the Highway committee 
be authorized to sprinkle the streets 
which have been sprinkled this summer 
for such further time as may be deemed 
necessary. The order was passed and 
now goes to the Common Council. 

TIIE ELECTRIC LIGHT STATION*. 

A hearing was then given on the 
petition of the Newton El- 
ectric Light aud Pow»r company 
to put in another engine and boiler, so 
that the total capacity of tlieir engines 
and boilers should be 200 horse power. 

Mr. H. B. Parker, president of the 
oompany.appeared and said that the only 
reason the company asked for the in- 
crease was that at preseut they bad only 
one boiler, and if any accident should 
happen to that both Newton aud Water- 
town would be put to great inconveni- 
ence. They wished for an additional en- 
gine for the same reason. 

Attorney Sanford 11. Dudley of Boston 
appeared for Matthew Burns, and said 
that there was only 12 feet between the 
Electric light building and the house of 
his client, and the family strongly ob- 
jected to having another engine put in, 
as the noise and discomfort caused hy 
the present one was almost unbearable. 

I he company have now two engines, 
more than their license allows them. 
Last summer, Mr. Burns aud iiis wife 
were both ill a good deal of the time and 
unable to obtain any sleep from the noise 
and jar made bv tlie machinery. They 
have two daughters also bring at home, 
who work during the day and are pre- 
vented from sleeping at night by the 
noise. One of them was ill for several 
weeks last summer, and the noise ag- 
gravated her illness. It was a very hard 
case, when the company could have put 
their building anywhere in the city, 
where it would have caused n<> one any 
ineonveuienee.but yet they had chosen to 
locate it right by the side of Mr. Burns' 
home ami render it almost uninhabitable. 
Shall a corporation compel this family to 
suffer. 

John and Thomas Stanley appeared as 
witnesses and testified to the distur- 
bance caused by the machinery. 

Matthew Burns and his daughters, 
Misses Kate and Jennie Burns, Win. 
Abeam and John Mullen also appeared 
and testified, iu accordance with Mr. 
Dudley’s statements. 

Mr. Dudley stated that the matter bad 
already beeu in court, and Mr. Justice 
Holmes had decided that the Double was 
not sufficient to authorize him to grant 
an injunction, but that was really a 
drawn battle, and did not affect tlie other 
two suits which bad been begun by Mr. 
Burns against the company, and which 
would coiue to trial next mouth. 

Tlie hearing was then closed and the 
peUtion was laid ou the tuble. to see if 
seme amicable arrangement could not bo 
made by the two parties.

I.AROKI.Y IXCKKASKIt ESTIMATES FOR THE 
COMING TEAR. 


Tho hoard of Alderman met on Monday 
evening, Mayor Kimhall presiding and 
all the members prerent. The reading 
of the records was dispensed with and 
the two election officers appointed at the 
last meeting were confirmed. 

Alderman Johnson presented the peti- 
tion of Joseph Lee, for license to erect a 
building to he used for a billiard and 
pool rooms, and a bowling alley, for the 
use of the guests of the Woodland Park 
Hotel; referred to the license committee. 

An order was passed making the com- 
pensation of election officers the sum 
as last year. 

Luther Paul presented a remonstrance 
against the granting of a license to G. II. 
Ellis, to build a stable on Centre street, 
opposite his building lot, and in front of 
his dwelling, and asked that tho board 
reconsider the matter and not have a 
nuisance on one of tho main streets of 
the city : also that tho stables should be 
built in the rear of the lot. 

Alderman Johnson said that he did not 
see how the stable could bo a nuisance 
there. lie h ad conferred with ex-Alder- 
man Mason, who had assured him that 
it was all vacant land in that vicinity, 
and had shown him a plan of the land. 

Alderman Ward said that ho had a 
talk with Mr. Ellis, and he had said there 
were no buildings near tho site of the 
proposed stable, Mr. Paul’s house was 
sonic distance away. 

Alderman Hollis said it might bo proper 
to refer the matter to tho board of health, 
and see what they may consider 
nuisance. 

Alderman Grant said that tho barn was 
evidently not a nuisance now, although 
it may become one at some future time, 
and therefore it did not come under the 
province of tho board of health. The 
communication was referred to the 
license committee. 

CHARGED TO NEXT YEAR. 

Alderman Grant reported an order 
appropriating $5,550, to be charged to 
next years assessment of taxes, 5,000 of 
the amount to be added to the miscellane- 
ous fund; $250 to the appropriation for 
watering the streets, and $300 to the 
account of stationery and printing. 

Alderman Grant explained that the 
miscellaneous appropriation was exhaust- 
ed and also that for stationery and prim- 
ing, while there was a debt of $250 for 
street watering. The election expenses 
would have to be paid out of the mis- 
cellaneous fund. The order was passed, 
all voting in favor. 

Alderman Hollis reported an order for 
the erection of a street lamp on Emerson 
street, in response to the petition of M. 
C. Rich and others. The order was 
passed. 

Alderman Pettee reported an order 
granting the free use of the City Hall for 
tlie entertainment to be given Dec. 7 tli. 
1887, for the benefit of the fund of the 
Firemen’s Relief Association, passed. 

Residents of Ward 4 petitioned for tho 
location of a lire alarm signal station on 
Lexington street, betweeu River street 
and Auburndale Avenue; referred to the 
fire committee. 

Alderttygu Pettee presented an order 
authorizing the water board to put up 
4(5 new hydrants, at a cost not to exceed 
$4,175, tlie same to be charged to the 
water construction account. He explain- 
ed that it would render the lire depart- 
ment fitr more efficient and tlie hydrants 
would last many years; they would be 
much cheaper than hose, because hose 
would wear out, and must be replaced. It 
was good economy to put in as many 
hydrants as could reasonably be put in. 
The order was passed. 

Alderm m Pettee reported an order 
that $243,15 be paid to Amasa Crafts the 
amount of mouey he had paid 
with interest, for a certain 

i iarcel of land sold for taxes. The 
and in question was granted to the city 
for educational purposes, with the pro- 
vision that it should always be used for 
such purposes, and be surrounded by a 
fence. The school house formerly on 
the land had been moved away many 
years ago, before Newton became a city, 
and the town assessors, assuming that 
tlie land thereby reverted to tho Win- 
chester heirs, had assessed the land to 
them. The taxes not being paid, it was 
sold to Mr. Crafts, and a tax-title given 
him. The question was whether the 
assessors had any right to tax the land, 
as it belonged to the city, and the Win- 
chester heirs had taken no steps to 
secure it. Mr. Crafts was in doubt 
about bis title and was willing to return 
it to the city, if lie should bo re-imbursed 
for his expenses. The circuit railroad 
also ran over a portion of it, and they 
would pay some $500 when it was settled 
to whom they should pay. The matter* 
had been before the committee on claims 
some three years ago, and it was recom- 
mended then that Mr. Crafts be repaid 
the money lie had expended, with 10 per 
cent interest, the amount allowed by the 
statutes. Rut lie had no legal claim on 
the city and 0 per cent interest was a 
fair return. If the Winchester heirs did 
not take steps within 21 years for the 
recovery of the land they would be barred 
by the statute of limitations. They were 
scattered from Maine to California and 
so it was impossible to get them all to 
sign oil. The 21 years would soon expire, 
if it had not dune so already, and tin n 
the city would have a valid title to the 
land. 

Alderman Grant said that the land 
really belonged to the city and Mr. 
Crafts had no legal claim to it, but the 
city was certainly bound in equity to 
rn-imbursu him for the money lie had 
expended, and a fair rate of interest. 

The order was then passed, Mayor 
Kimball stating that it was understood 
that the 21 years had already passed. 

George Rico gave notice of his inten- 
tion to erect a dwelling house in Ward 0. 
ESTIMATES FOR NEXT YEAR. 

Alderman Grant presented tlie report 
o i the committee on finance, the estimates 
for receipts and expenditures for uext 
year, and comparing them with the ap- 
propriation for this year. They are 
given in full in another column. 

The board then adjourned to Tuesday 
evening, Nov. 8th, at 7 p. in.

Thct Reverent Treatment of the Rend. 

.Editor of thfl GRAPHIC: 

While in theory most people will agree 
that tho remains of the (lend should be 
treated with all possible respect, it is a 
•question if tliero are not some usages 
tttill tiderated which are very suggestive 
of irreverence. 

Ono of those is the exposure of the 
ooftined body to the ga/.o of a company 
gathered in a house or a church, or worse 
still, in glaring open daylight at tho 
cemetery. 

In some chinches it is positively for- 
bidden to remove the casket lid after the 
burial service begins, or to have pro- 
cessions walking up to take a Inst look 
at the face of tho departed. 

Many people are beginning to question 
whether it is well under any circum- 
stances to have this public exposure of 
emaciated and often distorted faces to 
public gaze. 

If people aro moved by morbid 
curiosity surely that is not worthy of 
gratification, and no facility should be 
afforded. 

Many however, think that it is a way 
<of testifying respect and affection for tho 
deceased person. Would it not ho nioro 
respectful to try and remember the 
person as lie was in health? Is it kindly 
to think as much of tho perishing body— 
and so little of tho soul which cannot 
perish? The man’s very self is not there 
in his coffin, that has departed. What 
is left behind is but the outer covering 
in which his vory self once lived. 

Hut beside all this, ns wo should pro- 
tect/mr dead from insult, so should we 
not permit needless exposure to tho 
jjazo of moro curiosity or mistaken senti- 
ment. Wo are their protectors, and it is 
probable if tho silent lips could speak 
tlioy would beg us not to subject tho 
disease wasted remains to public insoec- 
tion. 

No ono now can think complaisantly of 
-such a future exhibition of himself, and 
it certainly lends a now pang to death, 
when one reflects that upon tho demands 
of a foolish custom they who should pro- 
tect him when dead as they did when 
living may yield. 

When the body is placed in the casket 
lot tho family and those very near to the 
deceased person take their farewell look 
if they wish to. After that close tho 
casket and forbid its being opened to 
gratify anyone’s morbid curiosity, or any- 
one’s equally morbid because mistaken 
affection. Reformer. 


The McCluskey Inquest. 


There have been so many conflicting 
stories in regard to tho fatal accident to 
Peter McCluskey at Newton ville, that 
tho following finding at tho inquest 
will be of iuterest. Tho court found that 
Peter McCluskey camo to his death Oct. 
20th in consequence of being run over by 
tho cars of tho Boston & Albany rail- 
road. It appeared in evidence that the 
deceased was a man of intemperate 
habits; that early on the morning of 
Oct. 20 he left his home in West New- 
ton, and having procured from his em- 
ployers a small sum of money, went to 
Boston. Ho left Boston to return on the 
-0.15 a. m. train, having in his possession 
a small bottlo of whiskey, and occupied 
a seat in tho smoking car near the rear 
entrance. When the train had arrived 
at Newtonvillo passengers left, and after 
it had started up again the brakeman 
entered and announced, “ Next station, 
West Newton.” He then crossed tho 
platform and made the same announce- 
ment in the next car. A gentleman who 
sat in the smoking-car in the seat abreast 
•of tho deceased, observed that at that 
moment tho decased, who had been very 
•quiet until that time, rose hurriedly and 

E asscd towards the rear door. Fearing 
y his manner that ho was about to get 
off — the train being then under consider- 
able headway— and hearing someone say 
“Don’t let that man get off,” he followed 
him, and, finding him on the lower step, 
bo took hold of tho back of his coat col- 
lar; at tho same time the brakeman re- 
turned to his post on tho platform, and, 
stepping on the steps of the following car, 
reached for tho deceased but could not 
got hold of him. McCluskey wrenched 
himself from tho gentleman’s grasp and 
fell on tho pavement where the track 
■crosses Walnut street at g'-ade. Ono car 
passed him without touching him. He 
then turned over (probably in an effort 
to rise), and throw his legs beneath the 
next car, which passed over both legs. 
Tho brakeman pulled tho signal ropo and 
the train was stopped. The conductor 
repaired to ihe wounded man and found 
that persons had charge of him and were 
calling for a “bearer.” As a number of 
passengers had got off to see what was 
tho matter, and as an express train 
would soon follow on the same track, he 
called “All aboard,” and signalled to 
proceed. This was his seventh stop 
and ho had to make two more and to bo 
•out of tho way of tho express train, 
which made but one stop. There can bo 
no question that tho deceased was some- 
what dazed while in the car, and hearing 
only tho last words of the announcement, 
“Next station — West Newton.” sup- 
posed he was leaving his destination, 
West Newton, and hurried to get off, and 
thus met with the disaster. He was 
taken to the Cottage hospital, about two 
miles distant, and there died. Tho court 
finds that no blame attaches to any per- 
son. John C. Park,

The Latest Craze. 

Boston has brought forth a new erase. 
Russomauia succeeds Anglomania. There 
is not a whispor remaining of tho “Shol- 
loy prattle.” Browning clubs have lost 
their novelty, and for those who desire 
something new and strango, no better 
opportunity is offered than tho pursuit of 
Russian subjects. Tho indications of the 
movement, writes a correspondent to the 
Mail and Express, aro varied. In one of 
tho reception roomc of a fashionable im- 
porter's largo dress making establish- 
ment a huge brass samovar is the chief 
oruumont, occuyiug a central position in 
the room, and of such a hospitable size 
that all the callers for a day might l e 
cheered by the tea in its urn. As a mark 
of his distinguished coulidence the im- 
porter exhibits to a few some Russian 
gowns of tho genuiue peasant stylo to be 
worn at afternoon teas, and later iii the 
lawn tennis. The skirt of this quaint 
costume is dark blue cotton, richly em- 
broidered around the bottom in rod and 
white. The loose blue waist and large 
sleeves aro heavily trimmed with em- 
broidery, and along, narrow apron which 
extends from the belt to the bottom of 
the skirt is also gay with the red and 
white pattern. When u young American 
girl with fair hair and blue eyes presides 


at the samovar in ono of these brilliant 
gowns the afternoon teas will bo of a 
unique character, fully as brilliant as 
some of the receptions given last winter 
to some Japanese visitors, at which 
Japanoso ami American flags and Japan 
cse scarfs, screens and bric-a-brac made 
private parlors far more Oriental than 
HoRtoniau. “I would give nnything in 
the world if l knew Russian,” was the 
sigh of a Boston woman of some import 
to those who watch carefully the social 
drift of opinion. A club on the Back 
Bay is already formed for tho study of 
Russian literature, especially the novels, 
and other clubs are receiving instruction 
through papers which all Bostonians 
who linvo travelled in Russia either have 
prepared or aro preparing. 


HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


TO PREPARE COI.D TURKEY. 

Chop (mo cupful of roast turkey, add 
half the quantity of bread crumbs, season 
to tasto, add tho gravy, if any, add 
sufficient hot water and butter to make 
very moist; put into small round dishes, 
break an egg on the top of each, sprinkle 
with salt and place in tho oven until tho 
egg is firm; servo while hot. 

RAKEI) OYSTERS. 

Put a round of toasted bread into a 
cup, spread with butter and fill the cup 
up with oysters; soason with salt, pepper 
and a pinch of Rage and butter; fill as 
many cups as will be required for a meal; 
place them in a baking pan in the oven, 
cover with a pan and bake about 10 
minutes or until tho oysters aro plump. 

CAULIFLOWER SOUP. 

Heat one pint of chicken or veal broth, 
ono pint of milk and half a cup of 
cream; when boiling, thicken with one 
tablespoonful of flour, add salt and 
white pepper to taste; cook ono half a 
head of cauliflower in salted water 20 
minutes, cut off tho stock when done, 
chop tho flower part fine and add to tho 
broth; serve with toasted crackers. 

CLAM FRITTERS. 

Two eggs, ono half a enp of clam li- 
quor, one tablespoonful of olive oil, one 
saltspoon of salt, one half a saltspoon of 
pepper, three fourths of a cupful of flour. 
Select large clams,drain from the liquor 
and use the liquor to make tho batter. 
Cutaway tho black end, chop the hard 
part fine and have tho soft part whole. 
Mix the batter with the clams; fry by 
dropping a spoonful in hot fat. The 
batter should bo very thick with clams. 

SCOTCH BREAD. 

Two pounds of Hour, one pound of 
butter, one-fourth of a pound of sugar; 
mix tho Hour and sugar together; boil 
tho butter and mix well with the Hour 
and sugar; when mixed let it stand two 
hours before baking; prick it well and 
put on caraway and citron. 

FROSTING WITHOUT EGGS. 

One cupful of granulated} sugar and 
live tablespoonfuls ef milk; boil five 
minutes, stir until cold and put on a cold 
cake. M. R. H.

herein named : 

Newton Centre — Associates Hall, Pleasant 
street, 3 to 5 o’clock, and from 7 to 8.30 o’clock, 
P- M., SATURDAY, NOV. 12. 

At City Hall from 3 to 5 o’clock, and from 
7.30 to 9 o’clock, P. M., MONDAY, NOV. 14, 
THURSDAY, NOV. 17, from 2 to 5 o’clock, 
P. M., and SATURDAY, NOV. 19, from 2 to 5 
o’clock, p. M., and SATURDAY, NOV. 20, 
from 9 to 12 A. M.. from 2 to 5 o’clock, and 7 30 
to 10 o’clock, P. M. 

No names can be registered after 10 o’clock 
P.M., NOVEMBER 20. 

All persona whose names art not on the Voting 
List must apimir personally before the ltegis- 
trars of Voters on cither of the days above- 
mentioned, present Iny a receipted tax bill of 1886 
or 1887. 

All naturalized citizens must present their 
final papers when they register. 

If the father of an applicant was naturalized 
before he (the son) became 21 years of age, the 
son is naturalized thereby, and must present the 
father’s naturalization panel's. 

The names of all persons not assessed in 1887 
arc taken from the voting lists, but such per- 
sons can be registered by applying in person to 
the Registrars at any session held for register- 
ing voters, and presenting a receipted tax bill 
for 1886, provided they are otherwise qualified. 

Every mule citizen of 21 years of ngc and up- 
wards, who has resided in the State one year, 
and in the city of Newton six months prior to 
December 6, 1887, and who bus paid a State or 
County tax assessed upon him either in 1886 or 
1887, and who shall he aide to read and write, 
shall have the right to vote at the City election, 
to he held December sixth, eighteen hundred 
uud eightv-seven.

EXTRACT FROM STATUTES CONCERNING VOT- 
ING BY WOMEN. 

Every woman who is a citizen of this Com- 
monwealth, of twenty-one years of ngc and up- 
wards (except paupers, persons under guardian- 
ship, and persons excluded by article twenty of 
the amendments to the constitution,) who has 
resided within the state one year, and w’ithin 
the city or town in which she claims a right to 
vote, six mouths next preceding any election of 
school committees, and who has paid by herself, 
her parent, guardian or trustee, a state, county, 
city or town tax assessed upon her or her 
trustee in this state within two years next pre- 
ceding such election, shall have a right to vote 
iu nil such elections for members of school com- 
mittees. 

Any woman who is a citizen of this Com- 
monwealth, may, on or before the fifteenth day 
of September in any year, give notice in writ- 
ing accompanied by satisfactory evidence, to 
the assessors of a city or town, that she was on 
the first day of May of that year au inhabitant 
thereof, and that she desires to pay a poll tax, 
and to furnish under oath a true list of her es- 
tate, both real and personal, not exempt from 
taxation, and she shall thereupon be assessed 
for her poll, not exceeding fifty cents, and for 
her estate, aud the assessors shall, on or before 
the twentieth day of September, return her 
name to the registrars of voters or board 
charged with the preparation of the list of vo- 
ters of the city or town in the list of the per- 
sons so assessed. The tuxes so assessed shull 
he entered, in the tax list of the collector of the 
city or town, and lie shall collect and pay over 
the suine iu the manner specified iu his war- 
runt. 

The names of women may be placed upon a 
separate list; and when the name of any woman 
has been placed upon the list of voters of a city 
or town, it shall remain on the list as lony as 
she continues to reside in such city or town and 
has paid any state, county, city or town tax that 
has been assessed on her or her trustees in this 
state ivithin two years next preceding any elec- 
tion; provided that the facts relating to residence 
shall be furnished to the registrars each year 
prior to the close of registration.

ESTIMATES FOR 188$. 


In this issue the estimates of city ex- 
penses for the year 1888 are given, and 
they will be found very interesting read- 
ing. For purposes of comparison the ap- 
propriations of the present year are given 
also the amounts asked for by the several 
committees, and the amounts recommend- 
ed by the finance committee. It will be 
seen that the latter committee have used 
their pruning knife judiciously, bnt never- 
theless the gross amount is still too 
large. 

The total asked for by the several com- 
mittees is $028,085, hut this the Finance, 
committee has cut down to $580,285, 
$27,155 more than was appropriated for 
this year. This includes, however, $24.- 
887, which has been either expended or 
for which orders have been drawn the 
present year. Evidently there is to he 
no reduction of taxation the coming 
year, if these figures aro adopted. 

Of the committees that are to receive 
an increase the Highway department is 
given some $4,000 more, although they 
asked for $20,500; the Free Library is 
next w ith nearly $2,000; the police de- 
partment gets $1,350; the school hoard 
wanted $(3,500, hut are given $3,250, and 
so on. 

Of all these increased appropriations, 
that for the police department is perhaps 
a necessity. The Public Library is an 
excellent institution and doing a great 
deal of good, but last year's appropria- 
tion was a liberal one. The Highway 
department should he able to get along 
with the amount they received last year, 
and let costly jobs go over for another 
year. The schools are supported as 
liberally as in any city in the state, hut 
there are fewer pupils in the High School 
than last year, and the cost of maintain- 
ing the school should not he increased 
under the circumstances in which the 
city is placed. 

The City Council should examine each 
item carefully and see where retrench- 
ment is possible. No allowance should 
he made for any increase in valuation 
next year, because, taking what a large 
number of estates have sold for during 
the year, the present tax rate would be, 
on a fair valuation, from $18 to $20 a 
thousand, which is altogether too high. 

There should also he made some record 
of the work contemplated another year, 
ami the specific sums appropriated for 
each piece of work, so that next year's 
committees would have something to 
guide them. Under the present system 
they have merely the memory of old 
members, and that is one reason, perhaps, 
why the appropriations are exceeded so 
frequently. 

It is only fair to say, however, that 
the income of the city this year will 
exceed the estimates by several thousand 
dollars, so that the amount charged to 
next year’s taxes will not he as large as 
stated in the figures of the committee, 
and that $IUXK) of tin: excess has not yet 
been expended and may not bo until next 
year. The miscellaneous fund also fell 
short early in the year, because of 
an unexpected judgment against the city 
for $3,400, ami of the expenditure of $1 ,500 
for a hell and striker, on account of 
tin: burning of Eliot Church. These were I 
emergencies, however, which are liable 
to happen every year, and they should 
he provided for by greater economy. 

The policy of exceeding the appropria- 
tions is a most pernicious one, and should 
he followed only in extreme eases, which 
are liable to happen not oftener than 
once in a score of years. If there are 
unexpected expenses, let the city govern- 
ment do what business men have to do, 
retrench in other ways. 

The City Council has no easy task before 
it, in the careful revising and pruning 
down of these estimates, hut the interests 
of the city demand that it should he 
done. The limit of taxation lias been 
reached, if it has not been passed, and 
for some years to come there should he 
greater economy in all city expenses. 


One curious feature about the election 
this year, was that Governor Ames re- 
ceived just three more votes this year 
than were given to Secretary of State 
Pierce last year, the laser s vote then be- 
ing 1H28. Mr. l’iercc still runs ahead of 
his ticket, he receiving 30 more votes this 
year than Governor Ames. 


THE NEED OF REFORM. 

Now that the Stnto Election is over city 
politics are receiving more attention, and 
there is a general demand for retrench- 
ment and refonn in all branches of the 
city government. How these desirahlo 
objects are to he accomplished is the 
question which is now agitating the tax- 
payers, and the problem is certainly not 
an easy one. 

With a tax-rate that is, considering tho 
valuation, nearly ns high as any other 
city* in the state, there is no room for any 
inerenso in expenditures, and tho most 
urgent necessity for retrenchment. 

The committees who have charge of 
the expenditures aro in a very dif- 
ficult position, it is admitted. Wo hnvo 
moro territory than most cities of doublo 
our sizo and wealth, and tho demntids for 
costly improvements aro both urgent and 
numerous, lint for this the committees 
aro themselves partly to blame. They 
do not like to say no, and like tho unjust 
judge, they yield if only the demands 
are pressed with sufficient importunity. 

Perhaps if they had felt that they 
would he supported by popular sentiment 
both tho committees and other city 
officials would have been able to brace, 
up, and work resolutely for retrench- 
ment and for the tax-payers, hut there 
lias been a general laxity which has re- 
sulted in a large excess of expenditures 
over the appropriations. Charging to 
next year has been easier than economiz- 
ing, and the easiest method prevailed. 

What Newton needs is officials who 
care nothing for popularity, who will he 
able to say No emphatically when any 
extravagance is contemplated, and who 
will work just as hard to keep tho city’s 
expenses within its income, as they would 
in conducting their own private business. 
If such men could ho found they would 
he sure of an election. 


THE STATE ELECTION. 


Newton did particularly well in the 
state election, giving Mr. Ames a majority 
over Lovering of 1,020, this being moro 
than double tho majority over Andrew 
last year, which was 451). He received 
808 votes more than both Lovering and 
Earle, while last year his majority in 
Newton was only 407. It shows that Mr. 
Ames has earned the approval of tho 
citizens of Newton, and that tho Demo- 
cratic candidate and the methods pur- 
sued by his party in this campaign are 
not popular here.The result was achieved 
with only one rally, and with very little 
political work. 

We congratulate the Third Party on 
their increase from 52 votes last year to 
211 this, as the result of their earnest 
and unremitting labors. The figures do 
not represent the actual standing of the 
Third Party, however, as they include a 
number of Democrats and Mugwumps, 
who would not vote forLovoring,aud felt 
that they could not consistently vote for 
Mr. Ames. The efforts of the Third 
Party were not lost, however, as the good 
temperance speeches made at their 
numerals rallies must have had a re- 
forming influence, and it is charitable to 
suppose they are even more interested in 
tho temperance cause than they are in 
the Third Party. 

The* result elsewhere in the state was 
as favorable for the Republicans as in 
Newton, and the next legislature will ho 
Republican by a largely increased major- 
ity, which will bo favorable to good 
legislation on all the issues that come be- 
fore it. Massachusetts is evidently still 
very far from being a Democratic state, 
or one wherothe spoils system of politics 
is popular. 


THE NONANTUM ATHENAEUM. 


To fall under the auctioneer’s hammer 
was a sad end for the Nonautum Athe- 
naeum, which promised to be one of the 
most philanthropic of Newton’s public 
enterprises. After an existence of five 
years, almost to a day, the stockholders 
give up the attempt to provide a reading 
room and a meeting place for our factory 
population. Of the $3,800 put into the 
enterprise only a little moro than a 
fourth has been realized. But this is not 
the worst feature of tho case. The fact 
that a comfortable building, well lighted 
and heated, and provided with books 
and facilities for games and social amuse- 
ments, should not be appreciated by tho 
people for whom it was intended, is 
rather disheartening to those interested. 


Tin: talk about ‘'non-partisan nomina- 
tions,” as though they wore something 
just invented, rather amuses tho mem- 
bers ot tho Citizen’s party, who have 
been following that policy quite success- 
fully for several years. If we aro to have 
non-partisan caucuses and a non-partisan 
convention for the nomination of city 
officers, it is to be hoped that they will 
he in fact as well as in name citizcu’H 
caucuses, that no trades or parcelling 
out of offices between two or more par- 
ties will ho contemplated. Let them 
make nominations solely on the ground 
of fitness, without regard to previous 
condition of party servitude, and then 
the candidates will be the best men, and 
worthy of an election. 


Among the gentlemen mentioned as 
desirable candidates for Mayor, in case 
Mayor Kimball should not run again, are 
Mr. A. D. S. Boll of Chestnut 11 ill, one of 
the most successful business men in 
Boston, and who has remarkable execu- 
tive ability ; Mr. Dwight Chester of New- 
ton Centre, who is thorouhgly posted on 
city affairs, and a thorough believer in 
reform, and Mr. Lucius G. Pratt of West 
Newton, which ward has never yet had a 
Mayor. It is not an easy thing to find a 
man who is thoroughly qualified, and 
who is willing to accept, hut refusals are 
m* longer in order. When the right man 
is found he should be made to accept, on 
account of the duty every citizen owes 
to the city. 


Mayor Kimball's messnge In regard 
to watering tho streets was a very timely 
one, and it brought a rain storm in quick 
time.

The Second Congregational Church. 

Tho history of the Second Church is 
in a measure the history of the develop- 
ment of West Newton. In 1001 there 
were only throe settlers in what is now 
known as West Newton, and about a 
hundred years later the inhabitants took 
measures to have religious services in 
the neighborhood. As early as 1760 
meetings were held, and Thomas Miller, 
Jonathan Williams and Samuel Hastings 
were appointed a building committee. 
In 1704 l’liineas Bond, in consideration 
of 48 shillings, gave about eight rods of 
land for a meeting house. The edifice, 
measuring 43 feet by 30, being finished, 
the citizens petitioned in 1707 to he 
allowed town money for preaching ex- 
penses. but being refused were set off in 
a separate parish in 1778. October 21, 
1781, 20 persons, all but one from the 
First Church, were organized as the 
Second Church, Among them many 
bore names yet familiar— Jackson, Ful- 
ler, Woodward, Ward and Williams. Mr. 
Wi Ilian Greenoug hs aeho w sen first 
pastor and ordained Nov. 8, 1781. “A 
small house and a handful of people” 
wiis the remark of one present. This 
building sufficed until 1712, and on 
Thanksgiving day of the same year the 
oliuroh was reopened, liavi ig been en- 
largod by an a ldition of 12 feet to the 
main structure and bv putting in galler- 
ies. In 1828 Rev. Lyman Gilbert was 
elected colleague pastor, and was or- 
dained July 2, 1828. In 1831 Mr. Greon- 
ougli died and Mr. Gilbert became pas- 
tor. This year the building was lurther 
enlarged and again iu 1838. Ten years 
later it was sold to the town and served 
an town hall and at last, being altered, as 
the city hall. The new edifice was dedi- 
cated the same year, costing $13,000. 
This building was enlarged iu 1870 and 
again in 18S0. The third nasior was 
Rev. J. 1*. Drummond, 1850-57, followed 
by Rev. G. B- Little 1857-00. The fifth 
and .present pastor, Rev. II. J. Patrick, 
was installed iu September, I860.

But 
for a man to insinuate that he wants 
money when he has no right to it, is a 
crime. A crime against his own man- 
hood if nothing more. The man who 
practices this, in a short time will be- 
come a sycophant and monkeyish. I 
know of hut one place whero this weed 
has rooted itself in America, and that 
is in i he Pullman sleeping car. The por- 
ters there say that they are not sufficient- 
ly paid and must receive “tips” from 
travellers in order to live. Somebody 
ought to get at tho truth of this mat- 
ter and see if it cannot he remedied. 
For one, I can’t belie vo that so heavy a 
paying company as the Pullman is deal- 
ing thus with its employees.

Flenr-du-Lin of France, and tlicre is 
hardly a homo in that flowery land so 
poor that it is not ornamented by one or 
more varieties of the ‘autumn queen.” 
In the gardens of the Mikado, which 
contain marvellous varieties of this 
plant, they aro trainod on wire frames to 
represent animals of all descriptions — 
white elephants, yellow crows, and crim- 
son dogs are by no nioniiR rarities in the 
grounds of the Mikado. The (Miry.-aiiihe- 
inum, too. is put to another purpose in 
Japan. When a rural swain makes up 
liis mind to sue for the hand of some 
rustic bolle, his first advance is to place 
ns tine a specimen of a Chrysanthemum 
as ho can procure on her doorstop. If 
it is watered, tended, and cared for, lie 
knows ho may “call again,” but if 
neglected and allowed to wither and die, 
so dies out tho hope of the unfortunate 
“Jap,” no far ns that particular damsel 
is concerned. 

OUT-IIOOK CULTIVATION. 

This iR exceedingly simple. If the 
plants nro to tlowcr only in the open 
ground, all that is necessary is to plant 
them in the open Ion tier in any good 
ground. Midi enriched with manure. If 
pos'd ole plant them in a warm, sheltered 
spot, particularly in any spot north of 
Baltimore. Being tho latest of all flowers 
• •I autumn, a better development will lie 
Had if planted in a place sheltered by a 
fence, hill or shrubbery. As they are all 
sold grown in pots, they can ho planted 
out any time from April to July, though 
prefcienec may he given to May. They 
form an average width, by October, of 
two feet in diameter, if the tops nro 
pinched off so as to make them bushy; 
they should be Hut out about two feet 
apart each way. Tho “topping” or 
“pinching” back, as it is called, should 
not bo done later than the first of August; 
if much later it might destroy the flower- 
ing to some extent. 

HOUSE CULTURE. 

When wanted to be grown for green- 
house or house culture, the best, plan tor 
amateurs is to put each plant when re- 
ceived in a flower-pot six, seven, or eight 
inches wide and deep; plunge tlie.se pots 
to the rims in the open ground, level 
with tho soil, treating exactly the same 
as recommended for planting in tho open 
border, by pinching, etc. Cure should, 
however, bo taken to turn the flower pots 
round every eight or ten days, so as to 
prevent tho roots getting through the 
bottom of the pot, Hie object being to 
confine all the roots within the pot. This 
same plan is tho best for amateurs who 
cultivate any kind of plant to grow in the 
house or greenhouse in the winter. 

ItniiiblingM. 

Strangers are always confused and 
troubled by the number and nomencla- 
ture of “the Nowtons;” how Newton 
with all its villages can yet be a city is as 
much a puzzle to many as our state and 
national system is to a foreigner. New- 
tonians themselves are apt to become h 
little uncertain as to the names of their 
places of residence, because of the in- 
crease of railroad stations and changes 
in the names of those already existing. 
The latest proposition in this line is that 
the name of the present Lower Falls 
station be changed to Wellesley Falls. 
The “Newton Corner,” once the univer- 
sal appellation of Wards 1 ami 2, is pass- 
ing into disuse and will soon be forgot- 
ten. This change lias been brought 
about by tho alteration of the station’s 
name, and a like cause, some fifty 
years ago, relegated to obscurity a name 
which held sway for a century. To ask 
a man to-dav the road to" “Angier’s 
Corner,” would he an invitation to lie 
considered wandering in mind as well 
as body. Yet for a century after 
Ensign Oaks Angier opened a public 
house near the spot where the Nonantum 
House stands, this village was known as 
Angier’s Corner. 

Antiques arc decidedly the fashion 
now-a-davs, and our homes are filled 
with the beautiful and tho grotesque of 
tlie time of our ancestors, that is if we 
are fortunate enough to possess such 
treasures. In tho Congregational church 
at Newton Centre, on the front of tho 
gallery, is an old clock that lias counted 
the seconds of a century and a quarter, 
and to-day reminds one of Longteilow’s 
poem. On its dial is inscribed, “John 
Rogers made and gave it 1701.” By tho 
way, this John was a lineal descendent of 
the John who, as a dying joker declared, 
“died with his feet warm.”

He 
was ambitious and capable, and a general 
favorite with all with *whom became in 
contact, possessing a remarkable faculty 
for making and keeping triends. He had 
had a number of years of experience and 
training in Boston and New York, in the 
straw business, and was considered a 
salesman of excellent business capacity. 
He was interested in everything pertain- 
ing to tlie welfare of the village and 
always ready to assist in all the social 
and benevolent enterprises that are con- 
stantly occurring. When in the flush of 
perfect health, he had a superabundance 
of life and energy that made his associa- 
tion in the various enterprises very much 
desired. He was a member of Echo 
Bridge Council, Royal Arcanum, of which 
body he was the faithful and efficient 
secretary for nearly the entire time since 
its organization, and by his death the 
order loses not only a faithful secretary, 
but a member who took more than an 
ordinary amount of interest. The 
members of the society in attest of their 
good feeling contributed a floral design 
and were represented by a delegation 
from the order, four of the members 
paying the loving tribute, by acting as 
bearerson the occasion of his burial. His 
funeral took place at the residence of 
bis parents on Tuesday. Rev. Mr. Peter- 
son officiating, assisted by Rev. /. A. | 
Mudge. and was largely attended. Ainomr 
the sorrowing friends could be seen, 
not only a large proportion of young 
men, nearly the age of the deceased, but 
many older men and women, with gray 
hairs and tearful eyes; who gazed upoii 
the face of the departed with sad hearts, 
as they thought of the many deeds of 
kindness that he had performed iu their 
behalf. There was a large display of 
flowers, placed upon tho casket and in 
other parts of the room, the tokens of love 
and respect sent by his many friends. 
The family have the sympathy of the 
entire community, who* feel deeply for 
them in their hour of severe affliction, 
and who would share their sorrow, 
wore it iu their power to do so. lie was 
buried in the family lot at Needham, the 
remains being followed to the grave by a 
large number of friends and neighbors.

Third Lecture on Venice. 

Tlie third lecture in the course on 
Venice given by Rev. Francis Titfany at 
Channing church vestry, Wednesday 
evening, drew forth a large attendance. 
The lecturer was in a very happy mood 
and his humorous touches called forth 
hearty applause at several points. An 
abstract of, such a lecture misses tlie 
humor and happy sayings with which it 
abounds, for Mr. Tiffany must he heard 
to he appreciated. He began witli a 
quotation from the Italian historian, 
Romauin, “Truly, this was the residence 
of a grand people.” Surely, none but 
kings or nobles could have dwelt here! 
is the inevitable feeling of tlie traveller 
when lie lirst sets foot in Venice. And 
yet. what a mistake such traveller would 
make if. stopping before many a splendid 
palace in the city, he should fall to dream- 
ing over the principal life that was once 
led in it. Very likely it will turn out 
that no prince ever lived in it. but that it 
is the superb guild hall of a fraternity of 
artisans. From this point the lecturer 
went on describe tlie condition of tlie 
artisan classes in the palmy days of 
Venice. Wonderfully skilled in all kinds 
of beautiful work in glass manufacture, 
bronze carving, carving in wood and 
stone, and inlaid and mosaic work, they 
had no peers in Europe. A most rigid 
system of apprenticeship was carried out. 
The lazy and bungling had no quarter 
shown them. United in great confrater- 
nities. a system of strict subordination 
prevailed from top to bottom. Though 
excluded from the discussion of political 
topics, these confraternities were cor- 
porations possessing great wealth, and 
able, to build themselves club houses so 
magnilicent as to be the envy of kings of 
France and emperors of Germany. In 
times of pestilence the brotherhood turn- 
ed into armies of nurses; in war, they 
poured out money and men: in sickness 
and intirmity they looked after the poor, 
the widows and the orphans of their 
body. One of their guild palaces, San 
Rocco, was then described. In it labored 
for seventeen years on the paintings and 
frescoes the great Tintoretto, the Michael 
Angelo of Venice. No mass- vote of the 
ignorant or venal was allowed to deter- 
mine who should l>e architect or painter, 
but this was decided by the competent 
alone. From this point the lecturer then 
proceeded to describe the arsenal, the 
great navy-yard and store-house of the 
Republic, on whose efficiency depended 
tlie whole. maratime greatness of Venice. 
Such a class of mechanics as were to be 
seen there were uo-wliero else to be 
found in Europe. To such system was 
everything reduced that the putting to 
gether a new ship was as simple a thing 
as putting together the pieces of a 
Springfield musket or .of a Waltham 
watch. Everything was prepared and 
ready beforehand. The loyalty of these 
artisans to the Republic knew no bound. 
Indeed, there never was a state in which 
the idea of every individual living, not 
for himself, but for the good of the 
commonwealth, was so thoroughly car- 
ried out. After this, the lecturer passed 
on to a detailed account of St. Mark’s 
Cathedral, the work of centuries of devo- 
tion on the part of noble and citizen 
alike. No ship that cleared the lagoons 
but was commissioned to bring back for 
this “Jewel of the city’s eye.” whatever 
of rare or precious in marble, bronze, 
gold could he found in Constantinople. 
Syria. Asia Minor, Egypt. Thus through 
the devotion of ages' was finally built a 
cathedral that on the whole has no rival 
in the world. 

The lecture was attentively listened to 
by tlie large audience, and after its close 
many remained to inspect the tine photo- 
graphs of Venetian buildings which ad- 
orned the walls. The next and last w ill 
be given next Wednesday evening and the 
subject will be. “Striking Characters aud 
Episodes in the History of Venice.”

“EMMANUEL.” 

WIIAT THE BOSTON PAPKHs SAY ABOUT 
TIIK ORATORIO. 

Mr. Trowbridge’s Oratorio of “Em- 
manuel” was presented at Tremont 
Temple, Boston, Wednesday night, be- 
fore a large and appreciative audi- 
ence. The Boston critics give very 
favorable notices, from which wo make 
the following extracts:

The composer has evidently sought to 
provide a work in harmony with the de- 
mands of the oratorio stage, but without 
such difficulties as to exclude it from the 
repertoire of young societies and the en- 
joyment of the less cultured patrons of 
stitdi productions. 1 lie work is, through- 
out, pleasing, melodious and interesting, 
ami without striking originality or 
marked contrasts, the score is neverthe- 
less entertaining and enjoyable to lovers 
of sacred music. Old time forms are 
mainly followed in the writing, and the 
composer shows himself agood musician 
in ail his work. A large proportion of 
the numbers are recitatives, and the 
composer has been especially successful 
in this line of writing. There are com- 
paratively few numbers for tlie chorus, 
and that, announcing that Christ has 
risen makes a notable example of the 
composer's success in the work. Tlie 
contralto anas make the most effective 
solo numbers, and the “They have taken 
away my Lord” is one of the most en- 
joyable numbers. There is a trio for 
female voices. “Peace I leave with you,” 
which is an admirably graceful bit of 
composition, and two unaccompanied 
quartets, “And lo! the angel” and “Peace 
on earth,” are also highly effective. Mr. 

I Trowbridge showed himself to be a com- 
petent conductor, and the able musical 
forces assembled under liis direction gave 
a very enjoyable performance of his 
work.

Mr. Trowbridge has succeeded in 
creating a most creditable work, interest- 
ing to every auditor, adapted to tlie popu- 
, lar taste, and yet not lacking in those 
elements that make it worthy of atten- 
tion from the strict student, a combina- 
tion always desirable.

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THE CITY GOVERNMENT. 

The Hoard of Aldermen discuss the 

AppropriAttons. 

THK ORDER FOR DRAINAGE OF MORSE 

FIELD DEFEATED IN THE COMMON 

COUNCIL. 

Tho boned of aldermen held a special 
meeting Monday evening to discuss the 
appropriation bill, and some Rlight al- 
terations were made. The Reworage 
committee made their report. All the 
members were present. 

PETITIONS. 

Joseph Lee asked for license for a 
billnrd room and bowling alley at the 
Woodland Park Hotel; referred to the li- 
cense committee. 

Wm. Pettigrew gave notice of inten- 
tion to build a houso on Pino street, 28 
by 80. 

A. Greenwood was granted a license to 
build a stable 25 by 89 feet on Lowell 
street. 

E. Smead and W. O. Chamberlain 
asked for concrete sidewalks on Court 
and Bench streets, Ward 2. 

E. S. Smith and 0 others complained 
that the south end of Cross street was 
rendered unsafe by tho removal of the 
street lamp, and asked for its restora- 
tion. 

TIIK SEWERAGE COMMITTEE REPORT. 

Alderman Ward presented the report 
of tho sewerage committee, stating that 
it was apparent to every one that some 
means must bo adopted for tho removal 
of sewage, both as an economic and a 
sanitary measure. Former committees 
had agreed on the necessity of some sew- 
erage system, but differed as to the par- 
ticular one that should be adopted. At 
first it was recommended that tho outlet 
of the sewer should be at the Charles 
River opposite the Arsenal, but the 
river had become so foul from sewage 
matter that a farther pollution of its 
waters was dangerous to the health of 
those living along its banks, and that 
plan had to be abandoned. The metro- 
politan system was then talked of, but it 
was evident that the state government 
would not move in the matter for some 
years, and immediate relief was needed 
in the more thickly populated districts 
of the city. The cost ot taking care of 
the sewage matter at present aud remov- 
ing it was so great that it would nearly 
pay the interest on a good sewerage sys- 
tem. The city engineer and tho sewer- 
age committee had visited a number of 
cities, and examined plans for the chem- 
ical treatment of sewage matter. The 
system adopted in Chelsea appeared to 
tiiem the least expensive and most suita- 
ble for Newton; tanks were constructed 
there at small expense, in which the 
sewage was treated by chemicals. and tho 
water was purified and allowed to flow 
into the river, and the deposits taken and 
spread upon the land. The committee 
were unable to go into any details 
through laek of funds, but they had 
reached some general conclusion. "New- 
ton covered some 20 square miles of un- 
even surface, with numerous small 
brooks all flowing into the Charles, the j 
population was residential in character, 
and the traffic over most of the streets 
was so light that the surface water was 
not polluted to any great extent. There- 
fore it seemed best to have separate sys- 
tems for the surface water and for the 
house sewage; the former could be 
drained directly into the river. The cost 
of the woik for building sewers for tiie 
latter, and the disposal works could be 
assessed directly upon the property own- 
ers, as it would not be a very heavy ex- 
pense. The committee recommended 
therefore that 88, (XH) be appropriated to 
pay the cost of surveys, plans, and di- 
agrams. and that tin* city engineer be 
authorized to make the surveys, and em- 
ploy expert service as lie thought lit. 

Alderman Ward said that something 
ought to be done immediately, and that 
there was time now to make the plans 
and surveys, so that a beginning might 
be made next summer. The cost of 
clarifying the sewage matter would not 
be large, and in Chelsea the smell from 
it was not offensive, and tho tanks were 
not expensive. Some parts of the city 
were suffering from tho want of a sewer- 
age system. 

Alderman Pettee said that these steps 
were merely initiatory, but they would 
lead to large expenditures, and nothing 
should be done in a hurry. He moved 
that the report of |the sewerage commit- 
tee be printed, and 2(X) copies ordered 
for distribution. The motion was 
passed and tho report referred to the 
committee on priming for publication. 

Mayor Kimball suggested that last 
year a resolution was adopted by tho 
Council, that the metropolitan system 
was the most practicable one for the 
city, and a committee appointed to urge 
its adoption by the legislature. Before 
any sum of money was appropriated he 
thought it would be better to And out 
what system we were going to adopt. 

Alderman Ward said that the appro- 
priation was simply to find out through 
what streets the sewer would pass, lind 
out what land would be needed for the 
works, when to locate the tanks, etc. 
The sewers could be connected with the 
metropolitan system at any time, ami the 
cost of the land and buildings would be 
trifling. The appropriation failed to 
pass. 

STREET LAMPS. 

Alderman Hollis reported from the 
committee on street lights orders for one 
oil lamp on Lenox street, one on private 
wav from Fountain to Lenox streets, 
ami one on IJiiwood avenue. The peti- 
tioners for lamp on Hillside avenue, 
were giveu leave to withdraw* 

BORROWING MONEY. 

Alderman Grant reported an order 
authorizing the city treasurer to borrow 
$lb,000, to be repaid from tiie taxes of 
1887, of which some $170,000 are yet un- 
paid. He stated that a note of $4<i,- 
000 was due Dec. 1st. which would have 
to be paid; the order passed by a yea and 
nay vole. 

On motion of Alderman Grant, $858,- 
64 was transferred from tho appropria- 
tion for interest on water bonds to that 
of interest for temporary luaus, ami 
$1,40 to that of interest on permanent 
loans. 

CITY ELECTION. 

Alderman Fettee read the warrant for 
the city election which will be found in 
another column. 

REFUNDING TAXES. 

On motion of Alderman Hollis, an 
order was presented refunding to T. C. 
Parks, et al, $674,14, tiie amount of taxes 
illegally assessed upon them, this was 


less Mian (be amount asked for, but it 
represented the amount of tuxes over- 
paid, without interest. Tho land in 
question is on tho coiner of Bennington 
and Centre streets. Ward One, and two 
parties had been paying taxes upon it. 
The order was laid on the table, to await 
I the passage of tho miscellaneous appro- 
! priation. 

THE APPROPRIATION RILL 

; was then taken from tho tahlo and con- 
I side red informally item by item. 

Alderman Fettee thought it would ho 
j bettor to determine first what should he 
the aggregate of the bill, and said that 
there was a popular demand for low- 
taxes, and tho next city council would 
have an easy time, as they would only 
; have to attend to the ordinary wear and 
tear of the city streets and property; 

; there would be no new buildings.no widen- 
ing or reconstruction of streets, and no 
new work of any kind. If tho citizens 
were satisfied it would be a good idea 
to reduce taxes, but he had always 
noticed that when Wards One and Seven 
had got all the improvements they want- 
ed, they immediately became very en- 
| thusiastic in favor of economy, ami 
j reducing expenditures. 

Mayor Kimball asked what would he 
the tax rate, if the report of the finance 
committee was adopted, allowing for 
about a million increase in the valuation 
of property. • 

Alderman Grantsaid that i t would be a 
little more than this year, and had been 
figured up to $15.97 per thousand. 

Mayor Kimball stated that he had in- 
tended to write a message to the council 
on the subject, but would make a verbal 
one instead. The city council was not 
I entirely lesponsible for the largo expendi- 
I tures, but the people themselves were 
t responsible, they demanded public ini- 
! provements, and besoiged the council 
with petitions, and it was the duty of 
i the council to perform the reasonable 
j requests of their constituents, whether 
in spending money or in refraining from 
spending it. There was a prevalent idea 
now that the tax rate was too high, and 
: he agreed that it was. He did not think 
the people would be satisfied if the rate 
was over $14.50 and they probably would 
not be satisfied with the work done if it 
was less than that, lie hoped the city 
government would do what it could to 
make the tax rate what the people 
1 desired. 

Alderman Grant said that tho finance 
committee had been mindful of the 
Mayor's suggestions and had cut down 
when it could he done without any loss 
to the ci;y. The city couucil had a 
double duty to perform; to obey the 
wishes of the tax-payers, and make the 
improvements they desired, and also a 
duty to the whole city, to keep the tax- 
rate at the lowest possible limit; the 
two duties might conflict at times. In 
going over the appropriations there 
were a large number of items it was im- 
possible to reduce. Election expenses 
amounted to $18,000 and could not be 
cut down; no reduction could be made 
in the interest account for permanent 
; and temporary loans, or for water bonds, 
or interest on notes, or the sinking 
fund; these amounted to $186,750 and no 
, scaling was nossible. The school ap- 
propriation was determined by the 
j school board, it amounted to $117,550 
•and would have to be paid whether the 
council voted it or not. The item of 
salaries amounted to $1(},0(K); and only 
small changes could l»o made in this, 
amounting to a few hundred dollars. 
In the highway department provision 
must be made for two bridges, $25,000, 
and although some pruning could be 
; done the total saving was small; the 
same was true of the public property 
committee, the public buildings must bo 
i kept in repair; the water maintenance 
cost $25,000 to $80,000 and do what the 
I committee could, there w-as an absolute 
expenditure of about $406,000, which 
must lie provided for. The only saving 
that could be made was in small items. 
He favored any reduction that could be 
made, when the interests of the city 
would not suffer. Tho total estimates 
i for next year were only slightly in excess 
of the expenditures this, year and he 
j moved that the estimated receipts, 
amounting to $119,600, be adopted. The 
! motion passed. 

No change was made in tho estimates 
! until the fire department was reached, 
when the appropriation of $1,000 for new 
hose was cut down to $5<X), that of $000 
! for painting the fire alarm poles was 
stricken out, and $100 added to tho salary 
of the chief, and assistant chief. By 
j this a saving of $900 was made. Re- 
marks were made by Aldermen Pettee 
and Ward, the latter opposing any 
> increase in the salaries. 

In the Highway department Aldermen 
Nickerson and Fettee protested against 
the striking out of all appropriation for 
street widening, and saiu that it might 
be possible to leave one of the bridges 
until another year, aud the amount 
added to the street widening aud recon- 
struction appropriation. 

Alderman Grantsaid if that was the 
case, he moved that the appropriation 
for bridges be made $12,000 iustead of 
$25,000, which would effect a saving of 
$18,000. He thought a little money for 
street widening would give tho commit- 
tee more trouble than none. 

Alderman Fettee said that some money 
would be needed, if the street railway 
tracks were laid, to make the grades of 
streets correspond to the grades which 
had been established. 

Alderman Grant said he did not think 
any money would be needed for that 
purpose next summer, at least- The ap- 
propriation for general repairs would 
cover all work that would be necessary. 

Alderman Johnson asked if the two 
bridges had not been condemned as dan- 
gerous aud unsafe. 

Alderman Nickerson said that they 
were neither of them considered safe, but 
tho one at Lower Falls would probably 
stand, unless carried off in the spring 
floods. 

Alderman Grant withdrew his motion, 
and the liigway appropriations were left 
undisturbed. 

The appropriation for poor out of 
almshouse, was increased by the com- 
; inittccs $5<X), which, it was explained, 
would allow of that amount being paid 
to the Cottage Hospital for the care of 
poor patients. 

The public property appropriation was 
! placed at $10,000, $8,000 less than was 
appropriated a year ago, but Alderman 
Grunt explained that he should ask for 
an increase olj about $8,000, when the 
1 bids for the Tbompsonville school house 
, were received. 

When tho school appropriations were 
reached, Alderman Fulteo made an 
earnest appeal fwr the insertion of the 
item of $75 ) for the conveyance of pupils. 
He said that when the project of a high 
school on each side of the city was 
given up, it was promised to give the 
pupils on either side of the city equal 
advantages for reaching the school. 
Now those in Wards One and Seven 
could get to the school on the cars for 4 
cents, while from Upper Falls and the 
Highlands, the cost by train was several 
times that. Filially an appropriation of 
$550 for conveyance of pupils was added, 
that sum being said to he sufficient for

tho purpose, and tho amount was taken 
from school incidentals, leaving that ap- 
propriation $11,200. 

Two thousand dollars was added to 
the street light department, increasing 
the total to $27,000, and $1,000 to the ap- 
propriation for watering the streets, $5,- 
000 for labor and $2,000 for water. 

The board adjourned shortly before 
midnight, having increased the total ap- 
propriation $2,100. 


No Drainage for Morea Field. 

The Common Couucil was alsi in ses- 
sion, with all the members present. 
After some business had been disposed 
of in concurrence, Councilman Gore 
opened the discussion of tho Morse 
Field drainage question, giving a brief 
history of tho subject and presenting 
the following reasons against passing 
the order at tho present time. It was 
to bo charged to next year’s taies and ex- 
pended by next year’s highway commit- 
tee, therefore this council should not 
appropriate tho money; if woonco opened 
the streets of Watertown the work 
would have to be finished whatever the 
cost, or the city might become liable for 
’ damages. 

Councilman Kennedy favored tho im- 
mediate prosecution of tho work. The 
highway committee of 1880 considered 
the work of immediate necessity. At 
certain seasons of tho year tho water 
stands waist deep in the cellars of the 
houses, and puts out the furnace lires. 
There were mauy houses upoiqthis street, 
the owners of which had uncomplaining- 
ly paid taxes for years. Tho city by 
blasting the ledge and removing rock 
therefrom had opened seams from which 
the water issued, thus increasing the 
trouble. In the past Watertown had 
been unwilling to act, but that obstacle 
was now removed and Newton should 
take advantage of the opportunity. 

Councilman Chadwick said bo was of 
the same opinion as Councilman Kennedy 
aud added that next year Watertown 
might change her mind and withdraw. 
The Newton highway committee would 
have to go over the whole ground again 
and the result would bo no action. 

Councilman Tyler wished to hear from 
the City Engineer as to tho time and 
money required to do the work; in his 
opinion the work should be done at once 
if possible. In this opinion Councilman 
Redpath concurred believing that the 
highway committee fully understood the 
case. 

Councilman Burr believed tho improve- 
ment a needed one, but wanted to know 
about the cost. In reply Councilman 
Gore said that the $5500 only covered 
the trunk drain in Watertown and noth- 
ing in Newton. It was a good thing to 
do, but the speaker could not see the end 
of the cost if done by day labor. On tho 
other hand Councilman Chadwick 
thought that $5500 would pay for the 
trunk drain and the $11000 appropriation 
for all the laterals. 

City Engineer Noyes being called upon 
for his opinion, said that if the work was 
done economically and not continued 
after heavy frosts, that liis estimate of 
$91 (X) for the whole job, or $5200 for New- 
ton’s share, would cover tho expenses. 
Mr. Leonard thought than by an en- 
largement of the drain $8500 would 
cover the expense. This Mr. Noyes w as 
inclined to doubt, but said he hud not 
gone over the estimate with Mr. Leonard 
since lie proposed the change. 

1 ’resident Coffin as a representative of 
Ward 1, was anxious to relieve the peo- 
ple, but us the section troubled could 
not bo reached this year ho would have 
to vote no. 

Councilman Reed expressed surprise 
at the talk of a veto thut had been attri- 
buted to the Mayor if tho work was done 
by contract. The councilman bad always 
thought it was to be done by contract. 

Councilman Chadwick thought that as 
the uity had men aud horses idle, that it 
would be better to keep them at work, 
aud that if doue judiciously it would not 
cost the city a cent more to do it by the 
day than by contract. 

Councilman Tyler said lie did not like 
to hear of vetoes before a measure 


passed, and Councilman l)ix believed the 
Highway Committee should have liberty 
to do it by contract or by day labor as 
they saw it. 

In reply to questions City Engineer 
Noyes said it was impossible to tell how- 
late into tiie fall the work could be 
carried on, as it depended on the weather, 
and that unless tho contractor made a 
mistake in his estimates the city could 
do it cheaply with day labor. I n Cam- 
bridge and Chelsea tho clay plan had 
been found the better. 

Councilman Chadwick said that while 
lie did not like the talk of an impending 
veto, lie thought the city could do it 
cheaper as the contractor would have to 
be constantly watched to sec that lie did 
not put in poor work. 

Councilman Kennedy again urged the 
necessity of the woi k, and referred to 
the City Engineer’s opinion that it could 
be done for $5500. The "relief was par- 
ticularly needed in the spring. 

Councilman Gore was of the opinion 
that it was an expensive job, and that 
as Watertown had only $0000 for the 
work the burden of an increased expense 
would fall on Newton. Councilmen 
Redpath and Kennedy were in favor of 
doing as they wished, irrespective of tho 
mayor’s opinion. Tho hitler said that 
Watertown could appropriate more 
money as well as Newton. Councilman 
Chadwick wished to call upon the mayor 
to explain his meaningiabout the veto, nut 
to this several objected, and the vote 
was taken. Counciimeu Burr, Dix.Gore, 
Pond and Reed voted in the negative 
and the order failed to pass, not receiv- 
ing the necessary two thirds vote. A 
reconsideration was moved but refused. 

OTHER MATTERS. 

The order from the Aldermen, paying 
Amaso Crafts $248.15, the amount of 
money without interest lie had paid for 
land sold for taxes was alter an explana- 
tion by City Treasurer Kendrick amend- 
ed so as to read $279.99. This increase 
was for the interest at 6 per cent on the 
sum voted him two years ago, but never 
paid. 

In the order relative to sprinkling tho 
streets the word “authorized” was in- 
serted in placo of “instructed,” making 
tho watering discretionary with tho 
Highway committee. 

Considerable discussion took placo in 
regard to the alderraauic order appropri- 
ating $5,550 to be charged to next year’s 
assessment of taxes; 5,000 of this amount 
to be added to the miscellaneous fund, 
$250 to appropriation for watering the 
streets and $800 to the account of sta- 
tionary and printing. Councilman Ken- 
nedy desired an explanation of tho ne- 
cessity of the increase, stating that he 
was opposed to un increase pi appropri- 
ations. 

Councilman Burr asked if tho public 
property committee bad not exceeded 
its appropriation in regard to the Free 
Library, and if the last speaker was not 
a member of that committee? 

Councilman Kennedy replied that lie 
was, but that the Public Property Com- 
mittee had not exceeded its appronria- 
tion one dollar. The committee kept 
within its appropriation, but the council 
had seen lit to appropriate for extra con- 
veniences in the library, which were out- 
side the original plan. 

Council man Tyler said that Council- 
man Kennedy was right, and said he 
also wished to hear an explanation. 

City Auditor Otis explained; $1,890 
was for election expenses, $500 for tele- 
phones, $400 for watering troughs and 
drinking fountains; i bat a ease settled in 
court had early in the year taken $8,400 
of the miscellaneous fund; the Ainasa 
Crafts award had also Lo be paid from 
this fund. 

Thu vote being taken, Councilman 
Kennedy voted in the negative, the 
others voting in the affirmative. ,j 

A petition from Wm. Claflin etal, for 
the laying out of lii^plund avenue, was 
referred to committee on Highways. 

It seemed the general opinion that a 
whole evening should be devoted to the 
discussion of the estimates which were 
still in the board of alderman, aud the 
council adjourned until Thursday 
evening at 7.15 p. m.

The speaker 
said that in presenting the 10th annual 
report of the Newton Y. M. C. A. devout 
thankfulness was felt for the way in 
which they had been led and prospered. 

Some anxiety was felt when the year 
began and Eliot church edilico was burnt 
to tho ground and its society took this 
buiiding. But the members of this and 
the other churches have supported the 
Y. M. C. A. nobly. The out-door meet- 
ings have been largely attended and 
very successful; special praise and in- 
<quiiy meetings have been instituted and 
a Bible class meets every Sunday at 3 p. 
an. led by a faithful teacher. “We feel 
under obligations to the ministers of the 
several churches, for their voluntary 
services, and to tho Graphic, and the 
Journal, which have been very kind in 
giving space and notice of tho meetings 
tfreo of charge.” Thanks are tendered 
■to Mr. Bacon for the free use of this fine 
ball for our anniversary meeting. In 
closing, the speaker said: “Let mo say in 
tke words of another,— In looking at the 
trrowtli of these Young Men’s Associa- 
tions, and how the work goes on, I am 
remined of that scene in Bunyan’s Pil- 

S rim’s Progress, where Interputer takes 
im into a room and .shows him some 
one standing by a lire and continually 
pouring water on the fire to extinguish 
it. While the Pilgrim wonders why the 
lire is extinguished and asks the reason, 
the Interpreter takes him around to 
another side and there shows him some 
one else pouring oil upon the liames; 
and so despite the water, the liames 
rise higher. It’s true of our Christian 
life, of our Christian faith, of our organi- 
zations, that despite every depressing 
circumstance, there are lires at work, 
whose source and fountain head are in 
Heaven, that are making the liames of a 
true moral and spiritual life in our 
country and in tho world rise higher 
and purer with every year that passes.” 
“Arc you shining for Jesus brightly,'] 

So that the holy light 
May enter the hearts of others, 

And make them glad and bright ? 

Have von- spoken a word for Jesus,

Preparatory to the collection of tho 
annual subscription, the viee-president 
MR. C. A. HASKELL 

spoke briefly of tho work and of tho 
needs of tho association. In view of the 
president’s and secrerary’s reports, said 
lie, how iuadaquate are words to express 
tho meaning of this association’s work; 
•eternity alone can fully measure its im- 
portance. During the history of this as- 
sociation it has not lacked faithful work- 
ers from among the Christian people of 
Newton. It is my privilege to extend 
an invitation to all to become co-work- 
ers with Him in His work. Heretofore 
several collections have been taken up, 
but this year wo want to take this one 
only. Tiio treasury is in a rather deplet- 
ed condition and it is hoped no one will 
feel contented to give only the dollar 
asked for on the envelope, but give live 
if possible. Wo are making a grand 
good use of tho inonov given us. None 
of it is used to pay salaries, hut all is de- 
voted to a work that makes Newton and 
its people better and happier. 

After the collection, which amouuted 
to $73 in pledges, $62 in cash for mem- 
bership and $47.20 cash undesignated, 
the vast audience rose and unitedly sang 
that ever beautiful hymn, “Jesus Lover 
of my Soul.” 

MR. F. A. WINSLOW’ 
of Norwood, being introduced as tho prin- 
cipal speaker of tho day, spoke as fol- 
lows: 

“Dear friends,] ain glad to bo witli you 
and to bring the congratulations of tho 
Executive committee of the state associa- 
tions on this the tenth anniversary of your 
organization. 1 feel that you are cele- 
brating not only your anniversary, but 
the beginning of the week of prayer for 
young men. In June the children have 
their week of prayer, in January the 
churches have their’s and in November a 
special ott'ort is made to save ami rescue 
young men. 

Centuries after Elijah disclosed to tho 
surprised heathen the armies of the Lord 
in the air round about him, Christ stand- 
ing surrounded hy eleven young men, 
told thorn that the world was theirs ami 
( hat they must go and win it hack to 
him. it is in this spirit that I address 
you to-day, and would tell you of the 
needs of a great class in our cities and 
the means of salvation of this class. 

It lias been thought that tho churches 
should care for all classes of the commu- 


nity, and when I count the church spires 
of vour beautiful city I know that the 
fathers have the word of God, and that 
Sunday Schools and Christian Endeavor 
Societies aid tho young people. But I 
remember that until recently, when a 

{ fount; man became sixteon years of age 
le left the church and Sunday School, 
and that few pnstors can gather around 
them tho young people of their congre- 
gations. Tho cases of two young men 
returning from Europe illustrates the 
two extremes of experience; one has seen 
tho vice and sin of the pay French 
capital, the other tho missions and 
churches. The latter, even among the 
slums of London has seen nothing vile. 
These are the extremes and alas! how 
many young men chose the former. You 
live near a great city and know the perils 
to which young men are exposed. It is 
because of these dangers that wo present 
the Y. M. (’. A. to you. Once a common 
meeting place for the churches, it is now 
devoted to tho definite work of helping 
young men. 

Tho Y. M. C. A. is a permanent organ- 
ization owning $5,01)0.01)0 worth of build- 
ings in eighty-flvo of the great cities of 
the country. The association is doing a 
groat work in those cities through Bible 
classes, gymnasiums and schools. In 
Boston, for instance, as many students 
attend the evening schools of the Y. M. 
C. A. as attend any collogo in the United 
States, Harvard alone excepted. The 
gymnasium, the opportunity for culture 
and a Christian homo are some of tho in- 
fluences at work through tho Y, M. C. A. 

1 have been told that Newton did not 
offer the opportunities for association 
work that are offered by other cities. It 
is doubtful if any city can show a better 
record of sobriety, temperance and up- 
right citizens than Newton. But there 
are great responsibilities put upon such 
cities by verses in God’s word. Plate 
windows and tapestried walls do not keep 
out vice. I say this becauso I remember 
that the prodigal son left, and returned to 
a home of wealth. The amount given hy 
this association is not at all measured by 
tho $12.50 collected for state work. 
When A. T. Stewart died he sought to 
give his money which had passed out of 
his hands to charitable objects, but his 
home for working girls is now a hotel 
where one may sleep if lie lias tho requis- 
ite $4.50. So tho millionaire's other be- 
quests have ended in utter failure. 

How different the result of the labor 
of a poor missionary, who dying alter 
thirty years labor in China, sent home a 
silver watch, an old umbrella and some 
Chinese manuscripts. No, ho was not 
poor, but very rich in the treasures of 
heaven. 

There was erected a short time ago in 
New York a very lino building for tho 
Railroad Y. M. C. A. It is splendidly 
equipped and bears testimony not only 
to Mr. Vanderbilt’s liberality, but to the 
value of the association to bis employes. 
In the colleges and all over the country 
theso agencies are at work trying to 
elevate and improve the young men. 
Under all this is the spirit of Christ, 
and young men are banded together to 
carry out His work. Ago is not every- 
thing. When Christ's work ended lie 
was still a young man. The safety of 
the government, the success of our 
business enterprises are in the hands of 
young men. 

A few years ago a young man came 
from Vermont to New York city, and in 
a short time secured a splendid position. 
But in time lie yielded to temptation and 
fell. A friend of mine labored with him 
in vain and at last lost sight of him, but 
never ceased to pray for him. Last 
Thanksgiving my friend died, but lie did 
not know that his friend had returned a 
repentent prodigal to his Vermont home. 
My friends.if there be no taint of vice in 
your homes pray God that there never 
may be. In helping other people’s sons 
you may ho saving your own. The Y. 
M. C. A. is tho crystalized prayers of 
mothers offered to God for the salvation 
of their sons. It is safe to give for the 
rescuo of young men, for if not your 
own some mother’s boy may be rescued 
from danger and returned to an honor- 
able life. 

May God bless this association and 
open vour eyes to see its need3. May 
God bless your own boys as they go out 
into tho world and bless their work in 
this cause and the cause of Him w ho 
went about doing good.” 

“Nearer my God to Tlioe” by the 
quartet, and “Praise God from whom all 
blessings flow’,” in which tho congrega- 
tion joined, followed, and the exercises 
closed witli tho benediction by Rev. Mr. 
Capen of Watertown. The free use of 
the hall was kindly granted by Mr. 
Joseph Bacon, and the floral decorations 
on the platform were generously loaned 
by Mr. John Irving, the florist.

14, 
THURSDAY, NOV. 17, from 2 to 5 o’clock, 
P. M., nnd SATURDAY, NOV. 19, from 2 to 5 
o’clock, P. M., and SATURDAY, NOV. 26, 
from 9 to 12 A. M., from 2 to 5 o’clock, nnd 7 30 
to 10 o’clock, P. M. 

No names can tic registered after 10 o’clock 
P.M., NOVEMBER 26. 

All persons whose names arc not on the Voting 
List must appear ]ycrsonally before the Itcgis- 
trars of Voters on cither of the days alx>ve- 
mcntloncd, presenting a receipted tax bill of 188G 
or 1887. 

All naturalized citizens must present their 
final papers when they register. 

If the father of an applicant was nayiralized 
before lie (the son) became 21 years of age, the 
son is naturalized thereby, aud must present the 
futhcr’s naturalization papers. 

The names of all persons not assessed in 1887 
arc taken from the voting lists, hut such per- 
sons cun he registered hy applying in person to 
the Registrars at any scssiou held for register- 
ing voters, nml presenting n receipted tax bill 
for 1886, provided they are otherwise qualified. 

Every male citizen of 21 veurs of ngc and up- 
wards, who has resided in die State one year, 
and in the city of Newton six months prior to 
December 6, 1887, and who lias paid a State or 
County tux assessed upon him either in 1886 or 
1887, and who shall he aide to rend and write, 
shall have the right to vote at the City election, 
to he held December sixth, eighteen hundred 
aud eighty-seven. 



extract from statutes concerning vot- 
ing HY WOMEN. 

Every woman who is a citizen of this Com- 
monwealth, of twenty -one years of age and up- 
wards (except paupers, persons under guurdinu- 
ship, und persons excluded by article twenty of 
the amendments to the constitution,) who has 
resided within the state one year, and within 
the city or town in which she claims a right to 
vote, six months next preceding any election of 
school committees, and who has paid by herself, 
her parent, guardian or trustee, a state, county, 
city or town tax assessed upon her or her 
trustee in this state within two years next pre- 
ceding such election, shall have a right to vote 
in nil such elections for members of school com- 
mittees. 

Any woman who is a citizen of this Com- 
monwealth, may, ou or before the fifteenth day 
of September in any year, give notice in writ- 
ing accompanied by’ satisfactory evidence, to 
the assessors of a citv or town, that she was on 
the first day of May of tiiut year an inhabitant 
thereof, uud that she desires to pay n poll tax, 
and to furnish under oath a true list of her es- 
tate, both real uud personul. not exempt from 
taxation, and she shall thereupon be assessed 
for her poll, not exceeding fifty cents, und for 
her estate, and the assessors shall, on or before 
the twentieth day of September, return her 
name to the registrars of voters or hoard 
charged with tho preparation of the list of vo- 
ters of the city or town tu the list of the per- 
sons so assessed. The taxes so usscsscd shall 
lie entered, in the tax list of the collector of the 
city or town, and lie shall collect and pay over 
the same ill the iuauuer specified in his war- 
rant. 

The names of women mat/ be placed upon a 
separate list ; ami when the name of any woman 
has been placed upon the list of coters of a city 
or town, it shall remain on the list as long as 
she continues to reside in such city or town and 
has paid any state, county, city or town tax that 
has been assessed on her or her trusttes in this 
state within two years next preceding any elec- 
tion; provided that the facts relating to residence 
shall be furnished to the registers each year 
prior to the close of registration.

TIIE CANDIDATE FOR MAYOR. 


The most important question connect- 
ed with the coming city election is in re- 
gard to the candidate for mayor. Mayor 
Kimball has served the city with credit 
for four years, and has given more gener- 
ously of his time than any other occu- 
pant of the office. His successor will 
have a difficult task before him, especial- 
ly as there is a general demand for re- 
trenchment in all city expenses, and 
putting all the city departments on a 
strict business basis. The next mayor 
must be a man w f ho possesses a rigid 
backbone, ami of such character and 
standing as to command a wholesome re- 
spoct from all city officials. He must 
also have had experience in official life 
and possess executive ability of a high 
order. 

Among all the possible candidates no 
one seems to till these requirements in a 
higher degree than Hon. Robert R. 
Bishop of Ward Six. His experience as 
president of the Senate, when there 
was such an urgent demand for reform 
in all state expenditures, gives him a 
peculiar fitness for bringing about the 
needed reform in the finances of the city 
of Newton. He showed himself at that 
time to be perfectly fearless in following 
the path of duty, and he put the knife 
at the root of all sorts of extragance, 
without auy regard for the consequences 
to himsell. As a presiding officer he 
has few equals, and his election would 
bring honor to Newton. 

It is said that lie docs not wish the 
office, but that is only another reason 
why he should be made to accept it. 
Here is the city debt increasing every 
year, the expenditures growing out of ail 
proportion to the income, and it is high 
time that some attempt at reform and 
retrenchment should be made. Mr. 
Bishop has always shown himself to be 
a patriotic citizen, and if he is decided 
to be the besr man to take charge of city 
affairs by the great majority of his fellow- 
citizens, it is hardly probable that ho 
will refuse. 

The holding of hut one convention to 
nominate officers, composed of citizens 
without regard to party, is very near the 
ideal method of conducting city politics, 
and the honor of being chosen by such 
a body is one that few men would be 
able to decline. With Mr. Bishop as 
mayor, and a city council selected with 
the same care, citizens could feel assured 
that all that was possible to do in favor 
of retrenchment and reform would be 
done.

This leavos three places at.il I to be 
filled, one from Ward 3 and two from 
Ward 4. A number of namea have been 
mentioned, but the peoplo of those 
wards should only be contented with the 
best. 

The school board haa practically unlim- 
ited power, and is independent, of any 
other branch of the city government, and 
therefore tho greatest care should he ex- 
ercised in selecting intelligent, and con- 
scientious candidates, who will use their 
power wisely and for the best interests 
of tho schools and of tho city. Those 
interested in the public schools in these 
two wards should select the throo new 
members with groat care. 


DEMOCRATIC TACTICS. 

The Republican Ward and City Com- 
mittee appointed a sub-committee to 
confer with the Democratic Ward and 
City Committee as to calling non-party 
caucuses for the next municipal election. 
Wednesday evening tho Democratic 
Ward and City Committeo met and dis- 
cussed the matter, and apnointed a com- 
mittee of seven of its members to unite 
with a like committee of the Republican 
Ward and City Committee, to call a non- 
party mass convention, to nominate a 
mayor, board of aldermen, and members 
of the school committee. 

A strong effort was made in tho Dem- 
ocratic Ward and City Committeo to get 
ward caucuses instead of a mass con- 
vention, but tho committee deemed a 
mass convention the better method. It 
is believed tho Republican Ward and 
City Committee will not agree to a non- 
party mass convention, for tho reason 
that it does not afford either a fair or 
practical method of securing tho best 
nominations, to say nothing about the 
great inconvenience of it, and the exclu- 
sion of women who aro entitled to vote 
for members of tho school committee. 

The Democrats, if they insist upon a 
mass convention, will stand before tho 
community in tho next election as abso- 
lutely repudiating their heretofore boast- 
ed position, namely, that of desiring citi- 
zen’s caucuses; in brief they will show 
forth clearly that they have been using 
tho name “Citizen’s caucuses” to catch 
independent Republicans, and not with 
an honest desire to abandon party lines 
in our municipal elections. It is to be 
hoped, now that an honest efforl is being 
made to do away with party and pnrti- 
zan nominations for our city offices, that 
tho Democratic Ward and City Commit- 
tee will show itself worthy of the occa- 
sion, and join hands with the Republi- 
cans in an honest effort to get an econom- 
ical and efficient municipal administra- 
tion. 


SEPARATE CAUCUSES. 


Toe demand for separate caucuses for 
the nomination of candidates for the 
school board is such a reasonable one 
that it should be heeded. Every con- 
sideration of fairness and of justice also 
is in favor of such a course. What is the 
use of granting the ballot to women, and 
then giving them no voice in the selection 
of candidates for whom those ballots are 
to bo cast? 

The school board and the other offices 
of the city government are so distinct 
that there is no necessity and no oppor- 
tunity to consider both at the same meet- 
ing. Politics have more or less con- 
nection with tho one questions of 
finance, of taxes, of city business; while 
with the other the case is the reverse. 
The school board is too important a matter 
to he mixed up with other things, and 
the folly of it has been demonstrated. 

Let separate caucuses he held to which 
all who are entitled to vote are admitted, 
and the candidates chosen will then be 
the best to be obtained. Those who are 
most interested in the schools will be 
present, prepared to take an active part, 
The experiment is certainly worth try- 
ing, and Newton should set the example 
for other cities ami towns in the com- 
monwealth. The conferring of the ballot 
upon women gives them a right to have 
a voice in regard to tlie nomination of 
the candidates for whom they will have 
to vote. 


ready to do her part. It appropriated 
money for the purpose early in the 
summer and if Watertown had taken 
prompt action, the work would have 
been completed long ago. Watertown, 
however, under various pretexts, delayed 
action, and put tho matter off until the 
work could not possibly he finished be- 
fore cold weather, and then it. professed 
to he ready to work and made an appro- 
priation. 

It is now the middle of November, and 
even had the common council passed the 
order, cold weather would have come 
before the drain could have been fairly 
commenced, the ground would lu» frozen, 
ami the work could not have been done 
to advantage. 

The Watertown officials have carried 
their point, which was to interpose ns 
many obstacles as possible, ami prevent 
anything being done this year. The 
committee who had charge of tho matter 
are very shrewd men, and they had our 
Highway committee at a disadvantage, 
as the Newton men wore anxious to do 
the work, and willing to accept almost 
any terms. The action of tho common 
council does not make any real difference, 
as the work could not liavo been done 
now until next spring. The Morse field 
residents will have to suffer another 
year with wlmt patienco they can, and 
their desire toleavo a town which is so 
unwilling to expend any money for their 
benefit is not to he wondered at. 


General Draper of Hopedalo is said 
to be more than willing to ho the next 
Republican candidate for Congress from 
this district. He is a wealthy manufac- 
turer and therefore an extreme protect- 
ionist, but these two qualifications would 
never enable him to win in such a close 
district as this. The next nominee of 
the party must he a man of first class 
ability and of more than a merely local 
reputation, or he can not be elected. 


Tiie Evening Record says: “The 
political pot in Newton is bubbling slight- 
ly, on account of the possibility that 
Mayor Kimball may not run again.” 
“Bubbling slightly” hardly expresses the 
situation.

In the discussion of candidates for 
other offices, it should not be forgotten 
that there are five members of the school 
board to he elected this full, one in Ward 
7, two in Ward 3, and two in Ward 4. 
Of the retiring members Mr. Fisher 
Ames will be given a re-election, if the 
wishes of the people have any influence 
with the nominating convention. He 
has been one of the most faithful mem- 
bers of the hoard, and his course has 
been such as to win popular approval.

Hudson. /Etna 
Mills; \\\ Vice-president, R. J. Law of 
Waltham; W. Secretary, Edgar llanson, 
Noimutum; W. Treasurer, Arthur Trav- 
ers, Waltham ; W. Mess. J. II. Smith, 
Waltlmn : Trustee. Win. Selinan. Wal- 
tham; Past Pres. Edmond Neild, Nonau- 
turn. The Lodge will hold public install- 
ation tho first Sunday in December. 

— A happy’ party gathered at tho home 
of Mr. John Weldon on Crescent street 
Thursday evening, the occasion being 
tho twenty-first birthday of Mrs. Weldon. 
The house was thronged with old time 
neighbors and friends, many of whom 
were the playmates of Mrs. Weldon in 
childhood, and many gi ts, both useful 
and ornamental remained at the close of 
the evening. Refreshments were served 
by the host and hostess, music and danc- 
ing were in order, and altogether a very 
happy evening was spent. 

Considering (lie Appropriations. 

The Common Council held an ad- 
journed meeting Thursday evening to 
consider the appropriations. President 
Coffin was in the chair and all the mem- 
bers present except Councilman Billings. 
The estimated receiptswore adopted with- 
out change. There was some discussion 
ou the additional $500 for the Board of 
Health, but it was finally voted. 

The city engineer was called ou to ex- 
plain the salaries of his three assistants, 
and stated that they were paid $20, 
$10 1-2 and $13 per week, when the esti- 
mates of the tinuuce committee were 
adopted. 

The addition of $100 each to the salary 
of the chief of the tiro department and 
to that of the assistant ehiof was voted 
down after a lengthy discussion, during 
which Councilman Burr stuted that 
Chief liyxbuo hud stated to tho commit- 


tee that he w as willing to get along with- 
out an increase, if the salaries of the en- 
gineers and drivers were increased. The 
order that they should provide their 
own uniforms bad taken about a 
year from thHr snlsries, which were al- 
ready lower than in most other cities. 
The salaries oi all the other city officials 
had been restored to tlmlr original fig- 
ure, but that of tile firemen bail not been. 
The lire committee’s recommendation 
that each of the three engineers, the 
four drivers of double teams nnd three 
drivers of the hose carriages be raised 
$50 each was adopted, which was the 
only change from the figures adopted by 
the aldermen. This makes Hie fire de- 
partment appropriation $20,000, instead 
of $20,100, the figures of the aldermen. 

The appropriation for new bridges 
caused another donate. Councilman Ken- 
nedy opposing the building of a new 
bridge at Lower Falls as unnecessary. 
The highway committee all testified that 
it was unsafe, the city engineer was 
called upon for his testimony, and Coun- 
cilman Dix, Tyler and Moody spoke in 
favor of having a new and safe bridge, 
and the appropriation passed. 

The salary of the superintendent of 
streets was fixed at $1,500, instead of 
$1,700 as recommended, and the amount 
separated from the items of general re- 
pairs, leaving that appropriation $58,500. 

Tho salary of the almoner and clerk 
was reduced to tho present figure, $700. 
Councilman Burr stating that when tho 
office of agent of the hoard of health 
was separated from that of almoner, as 
was contemplated, it would bo an easy 
matter 1 1 make the latter's salary $1,000. 

The appropriation for parks and 
squares was reduced from $2,200 to 
$ 2 , 000 . 

One hundred and four dollars was ad- 
ded to the salary of tho assistant city 
clerk, on recommendation of Councilmen 
Fiske and Dix, making it $024. 

The $550 for conveyance of pupils pre- 
sented by the aldermen, was stricken 
out, and tho school incidentals appro- 
priation put back at the old figure, 
$11,750. 

The increase for street lights was con- 
curred in, and the estimates for water- 
ing the streets placed at $0,000, instead of 
$7,000, as the aldermen recommended. 
No other changes were made’, and the 
estimates were adopted by a vote of 0 to 
5. At 11.30 tlie board adjourned.

“Do you say that because I am a 

Northern soldier while your^sympathies 
are all for the South?” 

Clara Teliafer did notJroDly for a mo- 
ment. She had been looking the hand- 
some captain frankly in the eyes, and 
her own face had been lighted with reso- 
lution and courage, but now her glance 
wavered, her pale cheek Hushed, and she 
pressed her lips together as she turned 
aside her head and saw without noting 
them the sharp blue tops of mountains 
miles away "to the east where the Ten- 
nessee wound tortuously along its course; 
saw the broad stretch of cottou fields 
and orchards; the group of huts where 
the darkies of the plantation were 
quartered; the capacious barns, the pass- 
ing slaves, and the silhouette of the 
ancient well-sweep against the horizon.
